evacuate civilians during emergencies, to provide further for penalties for 
violations of said Chapter 9; and to provide continuing annual appropriations 
for certain emergency management programs at the governor’s discretion.

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REPORT OF THE STATE JUDICIAL COMPENSATION 
COMMISSION TO THE 1985 REGULAR SESSION OF THE 
ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 


The Judicial Compensation Commission hereby files its report to the 
1985 Regular Session of the Legislature of the State of Alabama. 


The Commission has met and considered the matter of recommending 
the salary to be paid from the state treasury for all judges except probate 
judges. It is the unanimous opinion of the Commission that the salary 
payable to the appellate judges of this state should be greater than the total 
compensation of circuit judges, and that the total compensation of circuit 
judges should be greater than the total compensation of district judges. It 
has come to the attention of the Commission that approximately 65% of 
the circuit judges of the state are compensated more than the appellate 
judges of the state. 


It is the opinion of the Commission that the salary for district judges 
payable from the state treasury is inadequate. District judges hear well over 
half of the juvenile cases in our state; they are frequently assigned to sit on 
circuit court cases; and of the individuals who appear in the state courts, 
approximately 79% go before a district judge. It is the unanimous opinion 
of the Commission that the state salary of a district judge should be at least 
equivalent to the state salary of a district attorney, which is $1,000 less than 
the state salary of a circuit judge. 


Accordingly, it is recommended to the Legislature that the annual salary 
to be paid from the state treasury for appellate, circuit, and district judges 
be fixed as follows: 


Supreme Court of Alabama 


Chief Justice—An amount equal to $3,000 above the highest total com- 
pensation, inclusive of any salary supplements and expense allowances of 
any state circuit judge. 


Associate Justice—An amount equal to $2,000 above the highest total 
compensation, inclusive of any salary supplements and expense allowances 
of any state circuit judge. 


Court of Criminal Appeals and 
Court of Civil Appeals 


Presiding Judge—An amount equal to $1,500 above the highest total 
compensation, inclusive of any salary supplements and expense allowances 
of any state circuit judge. 


Associate Judges—An amount equal to $1,000 above the highest total 
compensation, inclusive of any salary supplements and expense allowances 
of any state circuit judge. 


Circuit Court Judges—$52,800 plus any percentage increase or upward 
pay adjustment provided to state employees generally. 


District Court Judges—An amount equal to $1,000 less than the salary 
paid to a circuit judge from the state treasury.

WHEREAS, Amtrak directly employs 38 citizens of this state and 
indirectly supports the employment of 10 citizens of this state through the 
purchase of supplies and equipment from their employers; and 


WHEREAS, Amtrak has invested $141,176.00 in Alabama in the form 
of passenger facilities; and 


WHEREAS, Amtrak has continually improved the quality of its service, 
its financial position and the number of passengers carried to the point that 
it transported 22 million people in 1984, and expects to increase that amount 
by 2% to 3% in 1985; and 


WHEREAS, the budget presented to the Congress of the United States 
by the President would, if enacted, deprive Amtrak of the federal funding

To further provide for payroll deductions for state employees. 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The state comptroller shall adopt statewide policies which 
provide for deductions from the salaries of participating state employees or 
groups of state employees whenever a request is presented to the state 
comptroller by a group of state employees equal in number to at least five 
(5) per cent of all state employees; provided, however, that deductions that 
are already being made as of the effective date of this act shall continue to 
be made. Such deductions shall be made at least monthly and shall be 
remitted to the appropriate company, association or organization as specified 
by the employees. The deductions may be made for membership dues, 
voluntary contributions, and group insurance premiums. Any deduction pro- 
vided under the provisions of this act may be terminated upon two month’s 
notice in writing by a state employee to the appropriate company, association 
or organization and to the appropriate payroll clerk or other appropriate 
officials as specified by the state comptroller. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Mr. President: 


The Speaker of the House having signed the following House Bill, your 
signature thereto is requested. 


H. 339. To authorize and make provision for the incorporation in the 
City of Auburn of The Auburn Downtown Redevelopment Authority for the 
purpose of promoting trade and commerce by including commercial enter- 
prises to upgrade, improve, modernize, and expand existing facilities and to 
locate new facilities in the central business district of Auburn; to define the 
area of such central business district; to provide for the election and com- 
pensation of directors of any such Authority; to provide for the powers, 
authorities and duties of such Authority, its board of directors, and its 
officers; to authorize such Authority to acquire by purchase, construction, 
exchange, gift, lease or otherwise and to refinance existing indebtedness on, 
improve, maintain, equip and furnish land and buildings or other improve- 
ments thereon and all real and personal properties necessary in connection 
therewith whether or not now existing, suitable for use by any commercial 
enterprise provided that such property shall be located wholly within the 
Downtown Development Area herein defined; to authorize any such Authority 
to lease such property to others; to authorize any such Authority to sell, 
exchange, donate or convey and to grant options to any lessee to acquire 
such properties; to provide for the issuance by any such Authority for any 
of its corporate purposes of interest bearing revenue bonds and other interest 
bearing securities payable solely out of the revenues and receipts derived 
from the leasing or sale of such properties; to provide that in certain 
circumstances such securities shall constitute negotiable instruments; to 
provide that such securities may be secured by a pledge of the revenues and 
receipts from which they are payable, by contracts binding any such Authority 
for the proper application of its revenues and receipts and of the proceeds 
of such securities, and by mortgages and deeds of trust and trust indentures 
on the property out of the revenues and receipts from which such securities 
are payable; to authorize the Authority to finance, construct, acquire, pur- 
chase, renovate, maintain, improve, sell, equip, operate or manage projects; 
to apply for and use government or private financial assistance; to contract 
to use facilities or services of the federal, state or local governments or allow 
them to use facilities or services of the Authority; to make loans to persons 
or entities for the costs of a project on such security and with such terms 
and conditions as the Authority deems appropriate; to provide for the 
employment by any such Authority of such officers, employees, contractors, 
consultants and agents as its business may require; to provide for the taking 
out by any such Authority of various types of insurance; to require payments 
in lieu of taxes to be made by the Authority or the City; to receive the 
proceeds of municipal taxes levied for the Authority’s purposes; to promote 
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revitalization of the Downtown Development Area and make plans and 
proposals therefor; to provide for the use of the proceeds of any such securities 
issued by any such Authority; to provide for the refunding, by the issuance 
of such securities of any such Authority, of securities theretofore issued by 
it; to provide that such securities issued and contracts entered into by any 
such Authority pursuant to this act shall not constitute or create a debt of 
the state or of any county, municipality or political subdivision of the state; 
to make the securities issued by any such Authority eligible investments of 
various governmental bodies and fiduciaries; to provide that any such Au- 
thority may, in its discretion, publish a notice of the adoption of a resolution 
authorizing the issuance of bonds by such Authority, and to provide that 
any action or proceeding questioning the validity of such bonds, or any 
pledge mortgage and deed of trust or trust indenture securing the same, or 
the proceedings authorizing the same, must be commenced within thirty (30) 
days after the first publication of said notice; to exempt the income of any 
such Authority, and all conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of trust to 
which any such Authority is a party, from all taxation in the state except 
for state ad valorem taxes; to exempt every such Authority from all license 
and excise taxes imposed in respect of the privilege of engaging in any of 
the activities in which an Authority may engage, except for state sales and 
use taxes, and to exempt such Authority from payment of certain charges 
to Judges of Probate; to exempt every such Authority from all laws of the 
state governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to exempt 
every such Authority from all laws of the state requiring competitive bids 
for contracts to be entered into by municipalities or public corporations; to 
exempt every such Authority from the supervision and control of state 
agencies, in particular the State Department of Finance; to provide for the 
disposition of the earnings, if any, of any such Authority; to provide for the 
dissolution of any such Authority and the disposition of its property; to 
limit to one the number of such Authorities which may exist in any mu- 
nicipality at any one time; and to authorize political subdivisions, agencies, 
instrumentalities and public corporations of the state to aid the Authority 
with loans or grants of money, the furnishing of services or the transfer of 
property to the Authority without any public election; and to require the 
treasurer to obtain a fidelity bond equal to the amount of any public funds 
held by the Authority.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE, BOTH

sound, workable and financially feasible methods of administration for Ala- 
bama’s county health services, there is hereby established a Joint Interim 
Committee on County Health Services of the Legislature of Alabama, to be 
composed of eight (8) members of the Legislature—four (4) from the House, 
to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, and four (4) from the Senate, 
to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. It shall be the duty and function 
of the Committee to completely analyze the present status of county health

(1) The functions and responsibilities of county boards of health in 
providing services and facilities to the residents of the state, and whether 
or not additional legislation is needed or desirable to enable county boards 
of health to provide reasonable and adequate standards of health services 
and facilities; 
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(2) The legal framework of local health services in Alabama, the power 
and authority presently enjoyed by county boards of health heretofore granted 
by the Legislature, and the restrictions placed on county governments by 
the Legislature and whether or not there is need for legislation to broaden 
the powers and authority of said county boards of health so as to give them 
more freedom in fulfilling their responsibilities to the citizens of the state; 


(8) The financial resources of county boards of health in Alabama and 
what legislation, if any, is needed to provide more adequate financial resources 
for support of county health services; and 


(4) The impact of industrialization and rapid suburban development on 
the ability of county health departments to provide reasonable and adequate 
standards of health services and facilities to Alabama citizens and what 
legislation is necessary or desirable to enable county boards of health to 
provide a better standard of health services and facilities. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee shall not consume 
more than forty-five (45) working days in performing its functions and that 
its work be finished in time for the preparation of a preliminary report to 
be submitted during the first week of the 1986 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama and a final report to be submitted during the 1986 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama and that as far as practicable 
that all meetings of the Committee be held in the State Capitol and be open 
to the public.

S.J. R.102. CREATING THE ALABAMA LEGISLATIVE 
CONGRESSIONAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON FARM PROGRAMS. 


WHEREAS, the economic plight of the Alabama farmer is of great 
concern to the Alabama legislature; and 


WHEREAS, it is felt by this legislature that certain representative 
Alabamians should have a voice to express pertinent desires and concerns 
to our elected officials in Washington and to advise such officials of the 
needs of the Alabama farmer; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
legislative committee to be known as the Alabama Legislative Congressional 
Advisory Committee on Farm Programs to consist of 6 members as follows: 
three members of the House of Representatives to be appointed by the 

residing officer of the House of Representatives; three members of the 
Senate to be appointed by the presiding officer of the Senate. This committee 
and its members shall make a study of existing and proposed congressional 
farm programs, advise the Alabama congressional delegation on the needs 
of Alabama farmers, and testify before congressional committees concerning 
farm programs affecting the farmers of this state and region. Each legislative 
member of this committee shall be entitled to his usual legislative pay, travel 
expenses and per diem for each day spent in attending such committee 
meetings or on business of the committee within the state and shall receive 
legislative pay and be reimbursed for all actual expenses for such out-of- 
state travel. The committee may spend up to $5,000.00 from funds appro- 
priated for the use of the legislature.

AN ACT 


To provide further a salary increase for certain state employees and to 
appropriate funds therefor for the fiscal year ending September 31, 1986. 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Beginning on October 1, 1985, all state employees who are 
listed in the classified and unclassified service of the state as defined in 
Section 36-26-10, Code of Alabama 1975, and all other state employees and 
hourly employees of the state, except those set out in Section 2 herein, and 
all legislative personnel, officers and employees, including but not limited to 
Legislative Reference Service personnel, whether subject to the state merit 
system or not, and all circuit clerks and registers and state judges, except 
as provided in Section 2 herein, and all employees of the county health 
departments who are employed subject to the state merit system and whose 
compensation is paid out of a budget provided and agreed upon by the state, 
county, or other contributing agency under the direction of the state board 
of health shall receive a 7% salary increase. Any cost-of-living increase 
granted under the provisions of this Act shall in no way apply to any local 
supplement provided to any judges or any other employee of this state. All 
such increases shall be in addition to the salary received by such employees. 
It is the intention of the legislature that the Governor is hereby authorized 
to transfer such amounts to, from, and between such departments, boards, 
bureaus, commissions, agencies, offices, and institutions under his direct 
eae for the purpose of paying the salary increase for state employees and 
officials. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to any merit 
system employee or hourly employee whose service or rates of pay are covered 
by any labor agreement or contract, nor shall this Act apply to state judges 
whose salaries are payable from the state treasury if such judges’ salaries 
are increased under and by virtue of: (1) The recommendations contained 
in the Report of the Judicial Compensation Commission to the 1985 Regular 
Session of the legislature becoming law; or (2) the enactment into law of 
iegisiation altering and amending said report; or (3) any other legislation 
enacted into law during the 1985 Regular or Special sessions of the legislature. 


Section 3. The director of the state personnel department shall revise 
the schedule or rates set forth in the pay plan for state employees and shall 
certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall issue warrants in ac- 
cordance therewith. With respect to court officials and employees within the 
Unified Judicial System who serve the trial and appellate courts of the state 
and the Administrative Office of Courts, the Administrative Director of 
Courts shall revise the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for such 
court officials and employees to reflect the increase provided herein, and 
shall certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall issue warrants in 
accordance therewith. With respect to legislative employees, the secretary of 
the senate for senate employees, the clerk of the house of representatives 
for house employees, the director of the Legislative Reference Service for 
Legislative Reference Service employees, and the director of the Legislative 
Fiscal Office for Legislative Fiscal Office employees shall revise the schedule 
or rates set forth in the pay plan for such legislative employees to reflect 
the increase provided herein, and shall certify the same to the state comp- 
troller, who shall issue warrants in accordance therewith. 


Section 4. Such amounts as may be necessary to pay state employees 
the increased salaries provided herein are hereby appropriated for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1985, from such funds as the salaries of the several 
state employees are paid. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 
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Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective on September 16, 1985, with 
the first payment on October 11, 1985, for all employees covered by this 
Act who are paid bi-weekly, and effective on October 1, 1985, for all employees 
covered by this Act whose salaries are set annually and who are paid semi- 
monthly, and upon approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

A BILL

AN ACT 


An act relating to toxic substances; providing legislative intent; providing 
definitions; providing for liability and responsibility of contractors to em- 
ployees; providing for the determination of the Alabama Substance List; 
creating the Toxic Substances Advisory Council; providing for membership, 
terms, and meetings of the council; providing for annual review of the Alabama 
Substance List; providing notice requirements; providing employee education 
and training requirements; providing for employee rights; providing for pro- 
tection of trade secrets; providing for notice to fire departments, emergency 
medical service providers, and law enforcement agencies; providing record- 
keeping requirements; providing for annual evaluation reports; providing 
penalties; prohibiting local standards; providing for review and repeal; pro- 
viding effective dates. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. Legislative intent. 


It is hereby found and declared that there exists a danger to the health 
of employees and their families throughout the state because of exposure to 
toxic substances encountered in the course of employment. Sometimes the 
tragic results of this exposure may not be realized for years or even for 
generations. Because of this, it is necessary to require employers to give 
notice to each employee of the toxic substances involved in his employment 
which may endanger or cause death to the employee or members of the 
employee’s family. It is further found and declared that employees have an 
inherent right to know about the toxic substances at their workplace so that 
they may make more knowledgeable and reasoned decisions with respect to 
the continued personal costs of their employment and the need for corrective 
action. It is also found and declared that the workplace often provides an 
early warning mechanism for the rest of the environment. The Legislature 
intends, by this act, to ensure that employees must be given information 
concerning the nature of the toxic substances with which they are working. 


Section 2. Definitions—As used in this act: 
(1) “Article” means a finished product or manufactured item: 
(a) Which is formed to a specific shape or design during manufacture; 


(b) Which has end use functions dependent in whole or in part upon 
its shape or design during end use; and 


(c) Which has either no change of chemical composition during end 
use, or only those changes of composition which have no commercial purpose 
separate from that of the article. 
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(2) “Chemical name” means the scientific designation of a substance in 
accordance with the nomenclature system developed by the International 
Union of Pure and Applied Chemistry or the system developed by the 
Chemical Abstracts Service. 


(3) “Director” means the Director of the Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management. 


(4) “Common name” means any designation or identification such as 
code name, code number, trade name, or brand name used to identify a 
substance other than by its chemical name. 


(5) “Department” means the Department of Environmental Manage- 
ment. 


(6) “Designated representative” means an employee’s treating physician, 
upon written authorization by said employee, and the employee’s collective 
bargaining agent who is certified or is recognized by the employer of the 
employee. No other individual or organization shall be eligible to serve as 
a designated representative. 


(7) “Distributor” means an individual or employer, other than the man- 
ufacturer or importer, who supplies toxic substances directly to users or to 
other distributors. 


(8) “Employee” means any person employed on or after the effective 
date of this act who is, has been, or may be exposed under normal operating 
conditions or foreseeable emergencies to any toxic substance in the employer’s 
workplace. 


(9) “Employer” means any person, firm, corporation, partnership, as- 
sociation, or other entity engaged in a business or in providing services, 
including the State of Alabama and any of its political subdivisions, that 
manufacturers, produces, uses, applies, or stores toxic substances. An inde- 
pendent contractor or subcuiitiaciur shail De Geemed the sole employer of 


his employees, even when said employees are performing work at the work- 
place of another employer. Employer shall not include: 


(a) Employers employing two or fewer employees. 
(b) Employers of domestic workers in private homes. 


(c) Bona fide farmers or an association of farmers employing employees 
in agricultural labor performed on a farm, or in the onsite packing facilities 
for agricultural products from such farms, who employ 12 or fewer regular 
employees and who employ 24 or fewer other employees at one time for 
seasonal or occasional agricultural labor that is completed in less than 30 
continuous days, provided that such seasonal or occasional employment does 
not exceed 60 days in the same calendar year. The term “farm” includes 
stock, dairy, poultry, fruit, fur-bearing animals, fish, and truck farms, ranches, 
nurseries, and orchards. The term “agricultural labor” includes field foremen, 
timekeepers, checkers, and other farm labor supervisory personnel. 


(d) Employers of professional athletes, such as professional boxers and 
wrestlers and baseball, football, basketball, hockey, polo, tennis, and similar 
players. 


(10) “Expose” or “exposure” means any situation arising from or related 
to the work operation of an employer where an employee may inhale, absorb 
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through the skin or eyes, accidentally ingest, or otherwise come into contact 
with a toxic substance. 


(11) “Alabama Substance List” means a compilation of toxic substances 
which are to be subject to the provisions of this act. 


(12) “Health professional” means a physician, industrial hygienist, tox- 
icologist, or epidemiologist. 


(13) “Importer” means the first individual or employer within the Cus- 
toms Territory of the United States who receives toxic substances produced 
in other countries for the purpose of supplying them to distributors or users 
within the United States. 


(14) “Impurity” means a toxic substance which is unintentionally present 
with another substance or mixture. 


(15) “Manufacturer” means a person who produces, synthesizes, extracts, 
or otherwise makes toxic substances. 


(16) “Material safety data sheet” or “MSDS” means written or printed 
material concerning a toxic substance which sets forth the following infor- 
mation: 


(a) The chemical name and the common name of the toxic substance. 
(b) The hazards or other risks in the use of the toxic substance, including: 
1. The potential for fire, explosion, corrosivity, and reactivity; 


2. The known acute and chronic health effects of risks from exposure, 
including the medical conditions which are generally recognized as being 
aggravated by exposure to the toxic substance; and 


3. The primary routes of entry and symptoms of overexposure. 


(c) The proper precautions, handling practices, necessary personal pro- 
tective equipment, and other safety precautions in the use of or exposure 
to the toxic substances, including appropriate emergency treatment in case 
of overexposure. 


(d) The emergency procedures for spills, fire, disposal, and first aid. 


(e) A description in lay terms of the known specific potential health 
risks posed by the toxic substance intended to alert any person reading this 
information. 


(f) The year and month, if available, that the information was compiled 
and the name, address, and emergency telephone number of the manufacturer 
responsible for preparing the information. 


(17) ‘Medical emergency” means a serious medical condition which poses 
an imminent threat to a person’s health, caused or suspected to have been 
caused by exposure to a toxic substance, and which requires immediate 
treatment by a physician. 


(18) “Mixture” means any combination of two or more substances, if 
the combination is not, in whole or in part, the result of a chemical reaction. 


(19) “Produce” means to manufacture, process, formulate, or repackage. 


(20) ‘Specific chemical identity” means the chemical name, the Chemical 
Abstracts Service (CAS) Registry Number, or any other specific information 
which reveals the precise chemical designation. 
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(21) “Toxic substance” means any chemical substance or mixture in a 
gaseous, liquid, or solid state, if such substance or mixture causes a significant 
risk to safety or health during, or as a proximate result of, any customary 
or reasonably foreseeable handling or use and which is listed in the Alabama 
Substance List compiled in accordance with the provisions of Section 4, and 
which is manufactured, produced, used, applied, or stored in the workplace. 


(22) “Trade secret” means any confidential formula, pattern, process, 
device, information, or compilation of information, including chemical name 
or other unique chemical identifier, that is used in an employer’s business, 
and that give the employer an opportunity to obtain an advantage over 
competitors who do not know or use it. 


(23) “Work area” means a room or defined space in a workplace where 
toxic substances are produced, used, or applied and where employees are 
present in the course of their employment. 


(24) “Workplace” means an establishment or business of an employer 
at one geographic location at which work is performed and which contains 
one or more work areas. In the case of the state or any of its political 
subdivisions acting as an employer, the workplace shall be defined as all 
work areas wholly owned or controlled by the state or said subdivisions. In 
the case of an independent contractor or subcontractor, the workplace shall 
be defined as all work areas wholly owned or controlled by said independent 
contractor or subcontractor. 


Section 3. Liability and responsibility of independent contractor, gen- 
eral contractor and subcontractor. 


(1) For purposes of compliance with this act, an independent contractor 
or subcontractor shall be responsible for his employees in the workplace of 
another employer. 


(2) In case a general contractor sublets any part or parts of his contiact 
wurk to a subcontractor or subcontractors, all of the employees of such 
general contractor and subcontractor or subcontractors engaged on such 
contract work shall be deemed to be employed in one and the same business 
or establishment, and the general contractor shall be responsible for satisfying 
the provisions of Sections 6, 7, 8, and 10 of this act, except with respect 
to employees of a subcontractor who has complied with such provisions. 


(3) In those instances where the general contractor carries out the 
provisions of Sections 6, 7, 8, and 10 of this act with respect to the employees 
of a subcontractor, his liability to such employees shall be limited solely to 
the provisions of this act and shall in no way absolve the liabilities imposed 
upon the subcontractor with respect to said employees by any other statute 
or common law. 


Section 4. Determination of substance list. 


(1) For the purposes of this act, the Director shall establish the Alabama 
Substance List and make said list available to manufacturers and employers. 
Substances on the list may be designated by their chemical name or common 
name. Only those substances specifically enumerated on the list shall be 
subject to the provisions of this act. The Director shall prepare and amend 
the list. according to the procedures in this section. ‘Ihe list shall be pro- 
mulgated only after opportunity has been provided for public comment and 
hearing pursuant to Administrative Procedures Act, and upon a finding that, 
according to a preponderance of the evidence, substantial and valid scientific 
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evidence exists that exposure to, or use of, the substance will result in acute 
or chronic risk to human health or safety. This list shall become official for 
purposes of Sections 6, 7, 8, and 10 of this act upon adjournment of the 
1986 Legislature unless the Legislature affirmatively delays implementation 
of such list prior to adjournament. The Director shall, no later than 45 days 
prior to the convening of the Legislature in regular session each year make 
a recommendation to the Lieutenant Governor and the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives on the need for revising the list. The revised list shall 
become effective upon adjournment of the Legislature in the year in which 
the revision was made unless the Legislature affirmatively delays implemen- 
tation of such list prior to adjournment. If at any time it is found that a 
substance that is not on the revised list poses a serious threat to human 
health or safety the Director may promulgate emergency revisions to the list 
after providing opportunity for public comment and hearing pursuant to The 
Administrative Procedures Act. The emergency revisions shall become ef- 
fective upon promulgation and shall remain effective unless the Legislature 
in the year in which the emergency revisions were promulgated affirmatively 
repeals them. 


(2) The list shall contain only specific chemical substances. Generic 
substances or categories are to be excluded. The list shall be drawn exclusively 
from those chemical substances enumerated in the most current edition of 
the following designated source lists: 


(a) International Agency for Research on Cancer (Sublist: ‘Substances 
found to have at least sufficient evidence of carcinogenicity in animals”). 


(b) National Toxicology Program List of chemicals published in the 
Annual Report on Carcinogens. 


(c) Occupational Safety and Health Administration Toxic and Hazardous 
Substances—29CFR 1910, Subpart Z. 


(d) National Institute for Occupational Safety and Health/Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration Occupational Health Guidelines for Chem- 
ical Hazards. 


(e) American Conference of Governmental Industrial Hygienists Thresh- 
old Limit Value for Chemical Substances and Physical Agents in the Work- 
place. 


(f) Environmental Protection Agency Carcinogenic Assessment Group’s 
List of Carcinogens. 


(g) National Cancer Institute (Substances that meet the National Tox- 
icology Program criteria for significant carcinogenic effect). 


(h) National Fire Protection Association Hazardous Chemicals (NFPA 
49). 


(i) National Fire Protection Association Fire Hazard Properties of Flam- 
mable Liquids, Gases, Volatile Solids (NFPA 325M). (All items rated II 
oe IV as health hazards or III through IV as flammability or reactivity 
hazards.) 


(3) For the purposes of this act, a toxic substance is present in any 
mixture if it is 1 percent or more of the mixture, or 2 percent if the toxic 
substance exists as an impurity in the mixture; provided, however, that the 
Director may, by rule, raise the concentration requirement for a toxic sub- 
stance which it finds is not toxic at the threshold levels, and may lower the 
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concentration requirement for a toxic substance including carcinogens and 
neurotoxins for which there is valid and substantial scientific evidence that 
the substance is extraordinarily toxic. The manufacturer of a toxic substance 
shall notify the Director of any valid evidence which indicates either: 


(a) The concentration requirement for a toxic substance is higher than 
what is necessary to protect employees who work with or may be exposed 
to the substance; or 


(b) That the concentration levels should be lowered because there is 
valid and substantial evidence that the substance is extraordinarily toxic. 


(4) The provisions of this act shall not apply to: 


(a) Impurities which develop as intermediate materials during chemical 
processing but are not present in the final mixture and to which employee 
exposure is unlikely; 


(b) Substances which are toxic solely due to chronic ingestion; 
(c) Alcoholic beverages as defined in the Code of Alabama (1975); 


(d) Articles intended for personal consumption by employees in the 
workplace; 


(e) Articles packaged for distribution to, and used by, the general public; 


(f) Articles sold or used in retail food establishments and retail trade 
establishments; 


(g) Substances which are merely being transported through the state as 
part of a through-shipment in interstate commerce; or 


(h) Substances or mixtures which may be toxic but which are labeled 
pursuant io ime Pederai inseciicide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Aci, as 
amended, the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, as amended, and the 
Federal Resource Conservation and Recovery Act. 


(5) The Director shall review the Alabama Substance List annually. Any 
revision of the Alabama Substance List shall be made only after opportunity 
has been provided for public comment and hearing pursuant to Administrative 
Procedures Act, and upon the Director finding that, according to a prepon- 
derance of the evidence, substantial and valid scientific evidence exists that 
any substances added pursuant to this subsection result in an acute or 
chronic risk to human health or safety. 


(6) Substances not present on the Alabama Substance List established 
pursuant to this section shall not be subject to the provisions of this act. 


(7) The Director shall be responsible for the dissemination of appropriate 
information available on the nature and hazards of toxic substances from 
the Chemical Substance Information Network of the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Health Hazard Evaluation Program of the Na- 
tional Institute of Occupational Safety and Health (NIOSH). The Director 
shall promptly assist employers, employees, and state personnel with inquiries 
concerning the toxic nature of such substances. 


Section 5. Toxic Substances Advisory Council; creation; membership; 
meetings. 
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(1) There is hereby created a state Toxic Substances Advisory Council 
to assist the Director in reviewing and preparing the Alabama Substances 
List. 


(a) The council shall consist of nine members selected by the Governor. 
From a list of twenty names submitted by the Associated Industries of 
Alabama, the Governor shall select four members. From a list of twenty 
names submitted by the Alabama Labor Council, the Governor shall select 
four members. The Governor shall select a chairman of the council from 
the general population of Alabama. Initially, the Governor shall appoint from 
the said Associated Industries of Alabama list four members for the following 
terms: one member for a period of four years; one member for a period of 
three years; one member for a period of two years; and one member for a 
period of one year. Initially, the Governor shall appoint from the said Alabama 
Labor Council list four members for the following terms: one member for a 
period of four years; one member for a term of three years; one member for 
a term of two years; and one member for a term of one year. Any vacancies 
by a member appointed from the said Associated Industries of Alabama list 
shall be filled from the remaining names on such list for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. Any vacancies by a member appointed from the said 
Alabama Labor Council list shall be filled from the remaining names on 
such list for the remainder of the unexpired term. Any vacancy in the 
position of chairman shall be filled by the Governor from the general 
population of Alabama for the remainder of the unexpired term. Thereafter, 
all members shall be appointed for four-year terms in the same manner as 
the initial members were appointed. 


(b) The Toxic Substances Advisory Council members shall be appointed 
by the Governor on or before July 1, 1985. 


Section 6. Notice requirements. 


(1) The manufacturer, importer or distributor of any toxic substance 
shall prepare and provide direct purchasers of said toxic substances and, 
upon request, the Director, with an MSDS which, to the best of the man- 
ufacturer’s, importer’s or distributor’s knowledge, is current, accurate, and 
complete, based on information then reasonably available to the manufactuer, 
importer, or distributor. 


(2) Any person who produces a mixture may, for the purposes of this 
section, prepare and use a mixture MSDS, subject to the provisions of 
subsection 11. 


(8) A manufacturer, importer, distributor, or employer may provide the 
information required by this section on an entire mixture, instead of on 
each toxic substance in it, when all of the following conditions exist: 


(a) Toxicity test information exists on the mixture itself or adequate 
information exists to form a valid judgment of the toxic properties of the 
mixture itself and the MSDS indicates that the information presented and 
the conclusions drawn are from some source other than direct test data on 
the mixture itself, and that an MSDS on each constituent toxic substance 
identified on the MSDS is available upon request. 


(b) Provision of information on the mixture will be as effective in 
protecting employee health as information on the ingredients. 


(c) The toxic substances in the mixture are identified on the MSDS 
unless it is either infeasible to describe all the ingredients in the mixture 
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or the identity of the ingredients is itself a valid trade secret; provided, that 
in either case, the reason why the toxic substances in the mixture are not 
identified shall be stated on the MSDS. 


(d) A single mixture MSDS may be provided for more than one for- 
mulation of a product mixture if the information provided does not vary for 
the formulation. 


(4) A manufacturer, importer, or distributor who is responsible for 
preparing and transmitting an MSDS under the provisions of this section 
shall revise said MSDS on a timely basis, as appropriate to the importance 
of any new information which would affect the contents of the existing 
MSDS, and in any event within 3 months of such information becoming 
available to the manufacturer, importer, or distributor. 


(5) Any person subject to the provisions of this section shall be relieved 
of the obligation to provide a direct purchaser of a toxic substance with an 
MSDS: 


(a) If he has a record of having provided the direct purchaser with the 
most recent version of the MSDS; 


(b) If the substance is labeled pursuant to: 

1. The Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act; 
2. The Atomic Energy Act; 

3. The Food, Drug and Cosmetics Act; 

4. The Resource Conservation Recovery Act; or 


(c) If the article is one sold at retail and is incidentally sold to an 
employer or the employer’s employees in the same form, approximate amount. 
concentration, aud manner as it is sold to consumers, and, to the seller’s 
knowledge, employee exposure to the article is not significantly greater than 
the nen exposure occurring during the principal consumer use of the 
article. 


(6) If an employer, other than an employer regulated pursuant to the 
Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act, as amended, is not 
supplied with an MSDS by a manufacturer, importer, or distributor for a 
toxic substance other than a substance or mixture regulated pursuant to the 
Food, Drug and Cosmetics Act, the Atomic Energy Act, or the Resource 
Conservation Recovery Act, pursuant to the mandates of this section, said 
employer shall, within a reasonable amount of time after discovering that 
an MSDS has not been supplied, use diligent efforts to obtain said MSDS 
from the manufactuer, importer, or distributor. For purposes of this subsec- 
tion, “diligent efforts” shall mean a prompt inquiry by the employer to the 
manufacturer, importer, or distributor of the toxic substances; provided, 
however, that an independent contractor or subcontractor shall be responsible 
for obtaining the MSDS for his employees in the workplace of another; and, 
provided further, that for an independent contractor, subcontractor, the state, 
or any of its political subdivisions acting as an employer, “diligent efforts” 
shall mean a prompt inquiry to the manufacturer, importer, distributor, or 
to the owner of a workplace when applicable. 


(7) If after having used diligent efforts, an employer still fails to obtain 
an MSDS, he shall request the Director to obtain said MSDS on his behalf. 
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(8) An employer who has used diligent efforts as defined herein and 
who has made a documented request to the Director pursuant to this section 
shall not be found in violation of this section with respect to the MSDS 
which was not supplied by the manufacturer, importer, or distributor as 
required by this section. 


(9) Every employer, except as provided in subsection (10), who manu- 
facturers, produces, uses, applies, or stores toxic substances in the workplace 
shall post a notice as prescribed by rule promulgated by the department in 
a place where notices are normally posted, informing employees of their 
rights under this act. 


(10) Any employer regulated pursuant to the Federal Insecticide, Fun- 
gicide, and Rodenticide Act, as amended, shall post a notice as prescribed 
by rules promulgated by the department in a place where notices are normally 
posted, informing employees of their education and training requirements. 
Such an employer is exempt from all other provisions of this act. 


(11) Every employer who manufacturers, produces, uses, applies, or stores 
toxic substances in the workplace shall maintain an MSDS for each product 
which is present in said workplace. All MSDS’s shall be readily available in 
the workplace. 


(a) An MSDS may be kept in any form, including operations procedures, 
and may be designed to cover groups of toxic chemicals in a work area 
where it may be appropriate to address the hazards of a process rather than 
individual toxic chemicals. However, the employer shall ensure that in all 
cases the required information is provided for each toxic chemical, and is 
peal accessible during each workshift to employees when they are in their 
work area. 


(b) Any employee or his designated representative may request in writing 
and shall have the right to examine and obtain the MSDS’s for the toxic 
substances to which he is, has been, or may be exposed. The employer shall 
provide any MSDS within its possession within 5 of the requesting employee’s 
working days, subject to the provisions of subsection (7). The employer may 
adopt reasonable procedures for acting upon such requests to avoid inter- 
ruption of normal work operations. 


(c) An independent contractor or subcontractor working in the workplace 
of another employer may request in writing and shall have the right to 
examine the MSDS’s for the toxic substances to which he or his employees, 
are, have been, or may be exposed. The employer shall provide any MSDS 
within its possession within 5 of the requesting independent contractor’s or 
subcontractor’s working days, subject to the provisions of subsection (7). 
The employer may adopt reasonable procedures for acting upon such requests 
to avoid interruption of normal work operations. 


(d) If an employee who has requested an MSDS pursuant to this act 
has not received said MSDS within 5 of the requesting employee’s working 
days, subject to the provisions of subsection (7), that employee may refuse 
to work with the substance for which he has requested the MSDS until said 
MSDS is provided, however, that nothing contained herein shall be construed 
to permit any employee of the state or any of its political subdivisions to 
refuse to perform essential services; and provided, further, that nothing shail 
be construed to interfere with the right of the employer to transfer an 
employee who so refuses to work to other duties until said MSDS is provided, 
such a transfer not to be considered as a discriminatory act under Section 
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8 of this act. No pay, position, seniority, or other benefits shall be lost for 
exercise of any right provided by this act as a result of such a transfer. 


(12) For the purposes of this section, an independent contractor, sub- 
contractor, the state, or any of its political subdivisions shall maintain 
MSDS’s for their own workplaces only; provided, however, that employees 
of such independent contractor or subcontractor, insofar as they are exposed 
in the course of their employment to toxic substances in other workplaces, 
shall have the right to examine MSDS’s for those substances to which they 
are exposed from the workplace employer through a written request to their 
own employer as provided in paragraph (b) of subsection (11). 


(13) Employers must advise employees that they can obtain further 
information from the Director. 


(14) Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to require an 
employer to conduct studies to develop new information. 


Section 7. Employee education and training. 


(1) Employers shall furnish employees with instruction on the nature 
and effects of those toxic substances present in the workplace either in 
written form or in training programs as may be appropriate. Such instruction 
shall be in nontechnical language, but may be generic to the extent appropriate 
and related to the job. Such instruction shall include: 


(a) The chemical name and any common names, unless withheld from 
an MSDS as a trade secret, of the toxic substance to which an employee 
may be exposed under normal operating conditions; 


(b) The location of the substance in the workplace; 


(c) Appropriate first aid treatment and antidotes in the event of improper 
exposure or overexposure; 


(d) The proper and safe handling of said substance; 


(e) The health effects of said substance as described in the relevant 
MSDS; 


(f) Appropriate emergency treatment; 
(g) The procedures for clean-up of leaks and spills of such substances; 


(h) The potential for flammability, explosion, and reactivity of such 
substances; and 


(i) The rights and duties of employees as set forth in this act. 


(2) Employers shall provide their current employees with instruction as 
described herein within 9 months of the effective date of this act and at 
least annually thereafter, and, for employees hired thereafter, within the first 
30 days of employment and at least annually thereafter. 


Section 8. Employee rights. 


(1) No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged, or otherwise 
discipline, or in any manner discriminate against, any employee for any of 


the following reasons: 


(a) The employee has requested information regarding toxic substances, 
filed any complaint or suit, or has instituted, or caused to be instituted, any 
proceeding under this act; 
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(b) The employee has testified or is about to testify in any proceeding 
in his own behalf or on behalf of others; or 


(c) The employee has exercised any other right afforded pursuant to 
the provisions of this act. 


(2) No pay, position, seniority, or other benefits shall be lost for exercise 
of any right provided by this act. 


(3) A violation of this section by the employer shall create in the 
employee a private cause of action cognizable in the circuit court. An employee 
who believes that he has been discharged, disciplined, or in any manner 
discriminated against by his employer for reasons of exercising rights under 
this act may, within 120 days of such violation or within 120 days after 
obtaining knowledge that a violation did occur, file a cause of action. The 
court shall award a reasonable attorney’s fee and costs to the prevailing 
party arising from a suit filed pursuant to this section. 


Section 9. Trade secrets. 


(1) A trade secret claim may be made by a chemical manufacturer or 
employer by withholding the specific chemical identity from the MSDS, 
provided that: 


(a) The claim that the information withheld is a trade secret can be 
supported; 


(b) Information contained in the MSDS concerning the properties and 
effects of the toxic substance is disclosed; 


(c) The MSDS indicates that the specific chemical identity is being 
withheld as a trade secret; and 


(d) The specific chemical identity is made available to health profes- 
sionals, in accordance with the applicable provisions of this section. 


(2) Where a treating physician or nurse determines that a medical 
emergency exists and the specific chemical identity of a toxic chemical is 
necessary for emergency or first-aid treatment, the chemical manufacturer 
or employer shall immediately disclose the specific chemical identity of a 
trade secret chemical to that treating physician or nurse, regardless of the 
existence of a written statement of need or a confidentiality agreement. The 
chemical manufacturer or employer may require a written statement of need 
and confidentiality agreement, in accordance with the provisions of subsec- 
tions (3) and (4), as soon as circumstances permit. 


(3) In nonemergency situations, a chemical manufacturer or employer 
shall, upon request, disclose a specific chemical identity, otherwise permitted 
to be withheld under subsection (1), to a health professional if: 


(a) The request is in writing; 


(b) The request describes with reasonable detail one or more of the 
following occupational health needs for the information: 


1. To assess the toxicity of the chemicals to which employees will be 
exposed; 


2. To conduct or assess sampling of the workplace atmosphere to de- 
termine employee exposure levels; 
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3. To conduct pre-assignment or periodic medical surveillance of exposed 
employees; 


4. To provide medical treatment to exposed employees; 


5. To select or assess appropriate personal protective equipment for 
exposed employees; 


6. To design or assess engineering controls or other protective measures 
for exposed employees; and 


7. To conduct studies to determine the health effects of exposure. 


(c) The request explains in detail why the disclosure of the specific 
chemical identity is essential and that, in lieu thereof, the disclosure of the 
following information would not enable the health professional to provide 
the occupational health services described in this subsection: 


1. The properties and effects of the chemical; 
2. Measures for controlling workers’ exposure to the chemical; 


3. Methods of monitoring and analyzing worker exposure to the chem- 
icals; and 


4. Methods of diagnosing and treating harmful exposures to the chemical. 


(d) The request includes a description of the procedures to be used to 
maintain the confidentiality of the disclosed information; and 


(e) The health professional and the employer or contractor of the health 
professional’s services (i.e., downstream employer, labor organization, or 
individual employer) agree in a written confidentiality agreement that the 
health professional will not use the trade secret information for any purpose 
other than the health needs asserted and agree not to release the information 
under any circumstances other than to the Director, as provided in subsection 
(6) of this section. excent. as authorized by the terms of ihe agreement or 
by the chemical manufacturer or employer. 


(4) The confidentiality agreement authorized by paragraph (d) of sub- 
section (3): 

(a) May restrict the use of the information to the health purposes 
indicated in the written statement of need; 


(b) May provide for appropriate legal remedies in the event of a breach 
of the agreement, including stipulation of a reasonable preestimate of likely 
damages; and 


(c) May not include requirements for posting of a penalty bond. 


(5) Nothing in this act is meant to preclude the parties from pursuing 
noncontractual remedies to the extent permitted by law. 


(6) If the health professional receiving the trade secret information 
decides that there is a need to disclose it to the Director, the chemical 
manufacturer or employer who provided the information shall be informed 
by the health professional prior to, or at the same time as, such disclosure. 


(7) If the chemical manufacturer or employer denies a wrilien request 
for disclosure of a specific chemical identity, the denial must: 


(a) Be provided to the health professional within 30 days of the request; 
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(b) Be in writing; 


(c) Include evidence to support the claim that the specific chemical 
identity is a trade secret; 


(d) State the specific reasons why the request is being denied; and 


(e) Explain in detail how alternative information may satisfy the specific 
medical or occupational health need without revealing the specific chemical 
identity. 


(8) The health professional whose request for information is denied 
under subsection (3) may refer the request and the written denial of the 
request to the Director for consideration. 


(9) When a health professional refers the denial to the Director under 
subsection (8), the Director shall consider the evidence to determine if: 


(a) The chemical manufacturer or employer has supported the claim 
that the specific chemical identity is a trade secret; 


(b) The health professional has supported the claim that there is a 
medical or occupational health need for the information; and 


(c) The health professional has demonstrated adequate means to protect 
the confidentiality. 


(10) (a) If the Director determines that the specific chemical identity 
requested under subsection (3) is not a bona fide trade secret, or that it is 
a trade secret but the requesting health professional has a legitimate medical 
or occupational health need for the information, has executed a written 
confidentiality agreement, and has shown adequate means to protect the 
confidentiality of the information, the chemical manufacturer or employer 
will be subject to an order by the Director to show cause as to why said 
chemical manufacturer or employer should not be held in violation of this 
act. 


(b) If a chemical manufacturer or employer demonstrates to the Director 
that the execution of a confidentiality agreement would not provide sufficient 
protection against the potential harm from the unauthorized disclosure of a 
trade secret’s specific chemical identity, the Director may issue such orders 
or impose such additional limitations or conditions upon the disclosure of 
the requested chemical information as may be appropriate to assure that 
the occupational health services are provided without an undue risk of harm 
to the chemical manufacturer or employer. 


(11) If, following the issuance of an order to show cause and any 
protective orders, the chemical manufacturer or employer continues to with- 
hold the information, a hearing on the order to show cause shall be held 
pursuant to the Administrative Procedures Act. All final agency action shall 
be subject to full judicial review pursuant to the Alabama Appellate Rules. 
Filing a timely appeal under this section shall act as an automatic stay of 
the chemical manufacturer or employer’s obligation to supply withheld in- 
formation. 


(12) Notwithstanding the existence of a trade secret claim, a chemical 
manufacturer or employer shall, upon request, disclose to the Director any 
information which this section requires the chemical manufacturer or em- 
ployer to make available. 
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(13) Nothing in this section shall be construed as requiring the disclosure, 
under any circumstances, of process or percentage-of-mixture information 
which is a trade secret. 


Section 10. Notice to fire departments, emergency medical service prov- 
iders, and law enforcement agencies required. 


(1) An employer, unless specifically exempted pursuant to subsection 
(4), shall provide within 9 months after the effective date of this act to the 
person responsible for the administration and direction of a fire department 
in a county, municipality, or political subdivision, including a fire chief or 
fire administrator or that persons’s designee: 


(a) A list of work areas, sufficiently identified by name and location, 
where toxic substances are present, containing the chemical and common 
name of each substance regularly present unless such information is protected 
pursuant to the trade secret provisions of this act; and 


(b) Upon request, any MSDS for each toxic substance regularly present. 


(2) Whenever circumstances regarding the name and location of the 
substances change sufficiently to warrant an updated report, the employer 
shall update the information provided pursuant to subsection (1). 


(3) Employers who become covered under this act after October 1, 1986, 
shall provide the information required by subsection (1) within 60 days after 
becoming covered. 


(4) An employer operating a plant or facility which continues in op- 
eration, including maintenance periods, 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, 365 
days a year, shall not be required to provide the information specified in 
subsection (1) with respect to any such plant or facility, provided that such 
plant or facility is manned at all times by personnel qualified to provide 
such information. 


(5) The person responsible for the administration and direction of a 
fire department in a county, municipality, or political subdivision, including 
a fire chief or fire administrator or that persons’s designee, shall maintain 
for at least 4 years the information provided by the employer as required 
in subsection (1) and shall provide copies of such information only to the 
following agencies located within the geographic jurisdiction of such fire 
department: 


(a) Fire suppression and fire inspection divisions; 
(b) Emergency medical service providers; and 
(c) Upon request, law enforcement agencies. 


Section 11. Recordkeeping.—An employer subject to the provisions of 
this act shall be required to maintain as records for a period of 30 years 
only the MSDS’s required by section 6. 


Section 12. Reports.—The Director shall submit an annual evaluation 
report on the program outlined in this act to the Governor and to the 
members of the Legislature. The report shall include a statement of the 
scope, status, and quality of the program, aiid the costs associated with the 
program. 


Section 13. Penalties. 
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(1) Any employer who fails to comply with the provisions of this act 
shall be liable for a civil penalty not to exceed $1,000 per violation in addition 
to any other damages for which an employer may be liable pursuant to any 
other provision of law. This civil penalty shall be assessed by the Director. 
The department may bring an action in the circuit court in the county 
where the employer’s workplace is situated against any person or persons 
alleged to have violated the provisions of this act. In any such action, the 
circuit court shall have the jurisdiction to restrain violations of this act. An 
employer shall not be considered to be in violation of this act in instances 
where injury or death occurs as the result of contact with or exposure to a 
substance which a reasonably prudent adult would or should recognize to be 
hazardous as a matter of common knowledge. 


Section 14. Local standards prohibited.— Units of local government, are 
strictly prohibited from enacting or promulgating any rules, standards, or 
ordinances relating to toxic substances in the workplace. 


Section 15. Any federal statute, or rule or regulation adopted pursuant 
to such statute, which statute, rule, or regulation is equal or more stringent 
than the comparable provisions of this act shall prevail over the less stringent 
provisions of this act. 


Section 16. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

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Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Board of Examiners 
for Speech Pathology and Audiology, created pursuant to Sections 34-28A- 
1 through 34-28A-40 of the Code of Alabama 1975 are hereby continued, 
and such Code sections are hereby expressly continued. 


Section 3. Sections 34-28A-24 and 34-28A-27 of the Code of Alabama

which such person is applying for licensure upon payment of the licensing 
fee.”

“(1) Application for examination; 

“(2) Initial licensing; 

“(3) Renewal of licensure; and 

“(4) Late payment for renewal (monthly penalty). 


“(b) A qualified applicant for licensing who has successfully passed the 
examination prescribed by the board and has paid the fee shall be licensed 
by the board as a speech pathologist and/or audiologist. The licensing fee 
and the annual renewal fee shall be an amount fixed by the board. Fees 
may not be refunded to applicants or licensees under any circumstances. 


“(c) The fees to be paid to the board shall be as follows: 
“(1) An application fee of $25.00 $50.00; 

“(2) An initial licensing fee of $50.00; 

“(3) An annual renewal license fee of $30-00 $50.00; and 
“(4) An examination fee and reexamination fee of $25.00. 


“(d) The fee for issuance of a license issued to replace one that is lost, 
destroyed, mutilated or revoked shall be $10.00, and the fee shall accompany 
the application for a replacement license.”

(c) On one occasion, the Administrator may fix an annual operating fee 
which is not more than 10% greater than the above fee scale if the credit 
union board approves such fee, if said fee is not in effect for more than one 
ear, and if the Administrator establishes that such fee is necessary in order 
that the Alabama Credit Union Administration not be operated at a deficit 
and that the Alabama Credit Union Administration operated at a deficit 
uring the preceding year. 
(d) The annual operating fee shall be paid on or before the last day of 
January of each year, based upon the assets of the credit union as of the

end of the previous year. Any credit union failing to pay said operating fee 
tu be charged a penalty assessment not to axteel $50.00 for each day that 
said fee remains unpaid.

(f) All fees collected under this section shall be paid into the special 
fund set u the state treasurer. This special fund shall be used to pa’ 
the salaries of the officials and employees and the expenses of the Alabama 
Credit Union Administration jacadin the purchase of equipment, vehicles 
and supplies necessary for the examination and supervision of credit unions 
and may be spent b the Administrator of the Alabama Credit Union 
Administration for the uses and purposes specified herein. No taxes, fees 
assessments, penalties or other revenues collected by the Alabama Credit 


Union Administration shall be used for any, purpose other than the expenses

of operating the Alabama Credit Union Administration. 


(g) All the jurisdiction, authority, powers and duties now conferred upon 
and impose aw_upon the superintendent of banks and the supervisor 
of the credit union bureau in relation to the management, control, regulation 
and general supervision of credit unions are here by transferred to, conferred 
upon and d 


imposed upon the Alabama Credit Union Administration and the 
‘Administrator 


(h) All assets primarily used by the bureau of credit unions, includin 
books, records, documents, furniture, equipment and supplies are here 
transferred to the Alabama Credit Union A dmnitiiateation: All funds in the 


special fund previously maintained by the State Treasurer for the bureau of 
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credit unions are hereby transferred to the Alabama Credit Union Admin- 
istration. All taxes, fees, assessments, penalties or other revenues owed to 
or collected by the bureau of credit unions are hereby transferred to the 
Alabama Credit Union Administration. Any employee presently employed 
by the Superintendent | of banks who is presently primaril Tavolved with 
the bureau of credit unions shall be employed by the Alabama Credit Union 
Administration. 


Section 9. Section 5-17-8 is hereby amended to read as follows: 
“8 §-17-8. 


“Credit unions shall report to the superviser Administrator of the bureau 
ef-ereditunions Alabama Credit Union Administration at least annually on 
or before February—t January 31 on blanks supplied by the superviser 
Administrator for that purpose. Additional reports may be required. Credit 
unions shall be examined at least annually by employees of the supervisor 
Administrator or by other persons designated by the superviser Administrator. 
For failure to file reports when due, unless excused for cause by the 
Administrator, the credit union shall pay to the treasurer of the state $5.00 
for each day of its delinquency. If the superviser Administrator determines 
that the credit union is violating the provisions of this chapter, or is insolvent, 
he may suspend operations of such credit union by issuing an order requiring 
that such credit union cease operations pending a hearing on the revocation 
of the certificate of approval without suspending operations of the credit 
union.

If demanded by the credit union, the hearing on revocation of 
the certificate of authority, whether or not the superviser Administrator has 
suspended operations of the credit union pending such hearing, shall be 
conducted on the record by the superviser Administrator and he shall make 
findings of fact and a written determination concerning revocation of the 
certificate of authority. Such determination may contain an order requiring 
that such credit union immediately suspend operations or continue in effect 
a previous order requiring the suspension of operations. If the determination 
is that the credit union is violating the provisions of this chapter, or is 
insolvent, and that the certificate of authority should be revoked, and if, for 
a period of 15 days after said hearing, said violation continues, the SUPeEVISOE 
Administrator may revoke said certificate and take possession of the business 
and property of said credit union and maintain possession until such time 
as he shall permit it to continue business or its affairs are finally liquidated. 


Section 10. Section 5-17-9, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows:

“The fiscal year of all credit unions shall end December 31. Special 
meetings may be held in the manner indicated in the bylaws. At all meetings

lays provided that the ministrator shall not disapprove an amendment 
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which corresponds with the form of bylaws which the Administrator furnishes 
for the guidance of the incorporators of a credit union. There shall be no 
voting by proxy, a member other than a natural person casting a single vote 
through a delegated agent. 


Section 11. Section 5-17-10, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 5-17-10. 


“At the annual meeting (the organization meeting shall be the first 
annual meeting), the credit union shall elect a board of directors of not less 
than five members, a credit committee of not less than three members and 
a supervisory committee of three members, all to hold office for such terms 
respectively as the bylaws provide and until successors qualify. A record of 
the names and addresses of the members of the board and committees and 
the officers shall be filed with the superviser Administrator of the bureau 
ef-eredit-uniens Alabama Credit Union Administration within 10 days of 
their election. If, however, the bylaws so provide, the board of directors shall 
carry out the functions and duties of the credit committee and the credit 
union shall not elect a credit committee. 


Section 12. Section 5-17-13, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 5-17-13. 


“(a) The supervisory committee shall make or cause to be made a 
comprehensive annual audit of the books and affairs of the credit union and 
shall submit a report of that audit to the board of directors and summary 
of that report to the members at the next annual meeting of the credit 
union, It shall make or cause to be made such supplementary audits or 
examinations as it deems necessary or as are required by the supervisor 
Administrator of the bureau-ef-eredit-unions Alabama Credit Union Admin- 
istration or by the board of directors and submit reports of these supple- 
mentary audits to the board of directors. 


(b) The supervisory committee shall cause the accounts of the members 
to be verified with the records of the credit union from time to time and 
not less frequently than every two years. 


(c) The superviser Administrator may define the scope of any audit and 
may set out what procedures must be followed for an audit to qualify as 
the required annual audit. He may prescribe procedures to be followed in 
the verification of records required not less frequently than every two years. 


(d) Whenever the supervisory committee shall fail to make a compre- 
hensive annual audit or shall fail to verify the accounts of members not less 
frequently than every two years, the superviser Administrator by written 
order may direct the supervisory committee to perform these duties within 
a reasonable period of time. Upon failure of the committee to perform these 
duties as directed by the superviser Administrator, the superviser Admin- 
istrator may employ an auditor to perform them, and the cost of such audit 
shall be borne by the credit union. 


(e) The supervisory committee, by a unanimous vote, may suspend any 
officer, director or member of the credit committee and call the members 
together to act on such suspension within 30 days after such suspension. 
The members at said meeting shall consider such suspension and vote to 
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either remove such officer, director or credit committeeman permanently or 
to reinstate said officer, director or credit committeeman. By majority vote 
the supervisory committee may call a special meeting of the members to 
consider any matter submitted to it by such committee. The said committee 
shall fill vacancies in its own membership until the next annual meeting. 


Section 13. Section 5-17-19 is hereby amended to read as follows: 
§ 5-17-19. 


“(a) Every credit union shall set aside such regular reserves as are 
required to be set aside by the credit union in order to maintain insurance 
of member accounts under the provisions of Title II of the Federal Credit 
Union Act. Additionally, any credit union may be required by the superviser 
ef+the—bureau-of-eredit-unions Administrator of the Alabama Credit Union 
Administration to maintain any special reserves which the superviser Ad- 
ministrator finds are necessary under the particular circumstances to protect 
the interests of the members.

fe} (c) Any credit union which has had insurance of its accounts under 
Title II of the Federal Credit Union Act withdrawn or cancelled must apply 
for such insurance within 30 days of such cancellation or withdrawal. If 
such credit union has not obtained such insurance within 90 days after such 
cancellation or withdrawal, the credit union shall either dissolve or merge 
with another credit union which is insured under Title IH] of the Federal 
Credit Union Act. 


§ (d) The superviser-of the _-bureauof credit uniens Administrator of 
the Alabama Credit Union Administration shall be vested with authority to 
extend the period of time within which a credit union must obtain insurance 
of its accounts under Title II of the Federal Credit Union Act, to permit 
other acceptable insurance coverage of its accounts to be utilized by a credit 
union and to designate into what credit union a credit union not having 
such insurance coverage shall be merged. 


(e) The superviser_of the_bureau_ef-eredit uniens Administrator of 
the Alabama Credit Union Administration shall make reports of condition 
and examination reports available to the administrator of the National Credit 
Union Administration and, in his discretion, the superviser_ef the bureau 
ef eredit-unions Administrator of the Alabama Credit Union Administration 
may accept any report or examination made on behalf of the administrator 
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of the National Credit Union Administration in lieu of an examination by 
the superviser_ef the bureau-of eredit unions Administrator of the Alabama 
Credit Union Administration. 


Section 14. Section 5-17-21, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 5-17-21. 


“The process of voluntary dissolution shall be as follows: At a meeting 
called for that purpose (notice of which purpose must be contained in the 
call) two thirds of those in attendance may vote to dissolve the credit union. 
Notice of the meeting must have been mailed to the last known address of 
each member of the credit union at least 15 days prior to the date of the 
meeting. The superviser-of the bureau-of ereditumiens Administrator of the 
Alabama Credit Union Administration determines whether or not the credit 
union is solvent. If such is the fact, he issues in duplicate a certificate to 
the effect that this section has been complied with. The certificate is filed 
with the probate judge of the county in which the credit union is located, 
whereupon the credit union is dissolved and shall cease to carry on business 
except for the purposes of liquidation. The credit union shall continue in 
existence for the purpose of discharging its debts, collecting and distributing 
its assets and doing all other acts required in order to wind up its business, 
and may sue and be sued for the purpose of enforcing such debts and 
obligations until its affairs are fully adjusted and wound up for three years. 


Section 15. Section 5-17-22, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 6-17-22. 


“Any credit union may, with the approval of the 

eferedit-unions, Administrator of the Alabama Credit Union Administration, 
merge with another credit union, under the existing certificate of organization 
of the other credit union, pursuant to any plan agreed upon by the majority 
of each board of directors of each credit union joining in the merger. In 
addition to approval by the superviser Administrator and each board of 
directors, the membership of the merging credit union must also approve 
the merger plan in the following manner: 


(1) At a meeting called for that purpose (notice of which purpose must 
be contained in the call) two thirds of those in attendance may vote to 
approve the merger plan. Notice of the meeting must have been mailed to 
the last known address of each member of the credit union at least 15 days 
prior to the date of the meeting. 


(2) After agreement by the directors and approval by the members of 
the merging credit union, the president and secretary of the credit union 
shall execute a certificate of merger which shall set forth all of the following: 


(a) The time and place of the meeting of the board of directors at which 
the plan was agreed upon; 


(b) The vote in favor of the adoption of the plan; 


(c) A copy of the resolution or other action by which the plan was 
agreed upon; 


(d) The time and place of the meeting of the members at which the 
plan agreed upon was approved; and 
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(e) The vote by which the plan was approved by the members. 


(3) Such certificate and a copy of the plan of merger agreed upon shall 
be forwarded to the superviser Administrator, certified by him and returned 
to both credit unions within 30 days. 


(4) Upon return of the certificate from the superviser Administrator, 
all property, property rights and members’ interest of the deed, endorsement 
or other instrument of transfer and all debts, obligations and liabilities of 
the merged credit union shall be deemed to have been assumed by the 
surviving credit union under whose charter the merger was affected. The 
rights and privileges of the members of the merged credit union shall remain 
intact. 


(5) A copy of the certificate approved by the superviser Administrator 
of the Alabama Credit Union Administration shall be filed with the judge 
of oe of the county in which each credit union’s certificate of organization 
is recorded. 


(6) This section applies to credit unions organized under the laws of 
the state of Alabama. Federally chartered credit unions may be merged into 
Alabama organized credit unions, under the same conditions as Alabama 
credit unions; provided, that the merger plan is approved by the administrator 
of the National Credit Union Administration. 


(7) Credit unions organized under the laws of the state of Alabama may 
be merged into federally chartered credit unions under the same conditions 
as provided in this section; provided, that the merger plan is approved by 
the administrator of the National Credit Union Administration. 


(8) A federal credit union may be converted to a credit union chartered 
under the laws of Alabama and a state credit union may be converted to a 
Federal credit union by adhering to the requirements for the conversion of 
a federal credit union to a state credit union as specified by the Federal 
Credit Union Act, presently 12 U.S.C. § 1771 (a) (1). 


Section 16. Section 5-17-23, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 5-17-23. 

“A credit union may change its place of business on written notice to 
the i : i Administrator of the Alabama 
Credit Union Administration. 

Section 17. 


There shall be an Alabama Credit Union Administration which shall 
administer the laws of this state which regulate or otherwise relate to credit 
unions in the state. The authority of the Alabama Credit Union Adminis- 
tration to perform such functions shall be exclusive and all authority regarding 
credit unions which was previously vested in the State Banking Department 
is hereby vested in the Alabama Credit Union Administration. 


Section 18. 
The Alabama Credit Union Administration shall be in the charge of 


the Administrator who shail be the chief executive officer of the Adminis- 
tration. The Administrator shall be a person of good character. The Ad- 
ministrator shall be appointed by the governor by and with the consent of 
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the senate. The term of office of the Administrator shall expire on the first 
day of February after the expiration of the term of office of the governor 
making the appointment, but he may continue to serve until his successor 
is appointed and has qualified. If for any reason there should be a vacancy 
in the office while the senate is not in session, the governor shall appoint 
an Administrator and such Administrator shall hold office and exercise the 
powers conferred by law upon him until the senate meets and passes on the 
appointment, and if his appointment is disapproved by the senate another 
appointment shall be made by the governor in like manner until an ap- 
pointment is confirmed by the senate. To be eligible for appointment as 
Administrator, a person must have had at least five years’ experience in the 
10 years next preceding his appointment either as an officer or director of 
a federal or state credit union or an examiner or other officer in a federal 
or state credit union supervisory agency or credit union association, or other 
equivalent experience for at least five years in the 10 years next preceding 
his appointment. 


Section 19. 


The Administrator, . before entering upon the discharge of his duties, 
shall take and subscribe to the oath prescribed by the Constitution and laws 
of this state, and shall give bond in the penal sum of $25,000.00. The oath 
and the bond shall be filed with the secretary of state. 


Section 20. 


The secretary of state shall provide the Administrator with an official 
seal. Every paper executed by him as such Administrator, in pursuance of 
any authority conferred on him by law and sealed with his official seal, shall 
be received in evidence and may be recorded in the proper recording office 
in the state in the same manner and with the same effect as a deed regularly 
acknowledged or proven. 


Section 21. 


(a) The Administrator or any member of the Credit Union Board may 
be removed from office by a vote of two thirds of the members of the entire 
Credit Union Board for: 


(1) Neglect of duty; 

(2) Malfeasance; 

(3) Misfeasance; 

(4) Extortion or corruption in office; 
(5) Incompetency; 


(6) Intemperance in the use of intoxicating liquors or narcotics to such 
an extent, in view of the dignity of the office and the importance of its 
duties, as to render such person unfit for the discharge of his duties; 
or 


(7) Any offense involving moral turpitude while in office, committed 
under color thereof or connected therewith. 


(b) The Administrator may also be removed from office, without cause, 
upon written order of four appointed members of the Credit Union Board 
and the governor. 


Section 22. 
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(a) The legislature finds as fact and determines that the credit unions 
having their principal place of business in Alabama must keep pace with 
technological and other improvements constantly being made throughout the 
United States so as to enable Alabama credit unions to render better and 
more efficient services to their members. It is necessary and desirable that 
the Administrator be given additional authority in these fields. 


(b) The Administrator is hereby authorized to expand powers of Alabama 
credit unions in order to: 


(1) Accommodate or take advantage of changing technologies; and, 


(2) Assure the ability of Alabama credit unions to be responsive in their 
business to the needs and conveniences demanded by credit union 
members through on-premises as well as off-premises operations; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section shall enable the Administrator to 
authorize credit unions to engage in activities which are not properly 
incident to the business of credit unions nor to enable the Administrator 
to authorize credit unions to engage in the business of offering financial 
services which are now prohibited to them. 


No credit union having its principal place of business outside of Alabama 
may engage in credit union business in Alabama under the provisions of 
this section; provided that the Administrator is authorized to enter into 
agreements with the appropriate regulatory authorities of other states or of 
the United States, under the terms of which credit unions of such foreign 
state or subject to federal regulatory jurisdiction, provided credit unions 
having their principal place of business in Alabama are given and may 
exercise reciprocal rights. 


(c) The Administrator is authorized to issue regulations under subsection 
(b) in the same manner as other regulations of the Alabama Credit Union 
Administration are adopted. Any Alabama credit union covered by the 
provisions of subsection (b) desiring to exercise any such expanded power 
must secure in advance written permission of the Administrator. The Ad- 
ministrator may prescribe the form or forms for such applications for permits 
and may impose reasonable conditions in granting such permits. 


(d) To the extent permitted by federal law, the provisions hereof may 
be utilized by federally chartered credit unions. 


Section 23. 


The Administrator may, with the concurrence of a majority of the 
members of the Credit Union Board, promulgate such reasonable regulations, 
consistent with the laws of this state, as may be necessary to carry out the 
laws over which the Alabama Credit Union Administration has jurisdiction. 
The Administrator shall, in addition, issue written interpretations of credit 
unions laws and regulations. Any credit union and any officer or director 
thereof relying on any regulation or interpretation shall be fully protected 
even though the same shall be thereafter ruled invalid for any reason by a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 24. 


(a) Prior to the adoption, amendment, or repeal of any regulation or 
interpretation, the Administrator shaii: 


(1) Give at least 30 days’ notice of the intended action. The notice shall 
include a statement of either the terms or substance of the intended 
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action or a description of the subjects and issues involved, and the time 
when, the place where, and the manner in which interested persons may 
present their views thereon. The notice shall be mailed to all credit 
unions chartered under the laws of this state and shall be published in 
a newspaper of general circulation in Montgomery county. A complete 
copy of the proposed regulation shall be filed with the secretary of state; 
an 


(2) Afford all interested persons reasonable opportunity to submit data, 
views, or arguments, orally or in writing. Opportunity for oral hearing 
must be granted if requested by 25 persons, by a governmental subdivision 
or agency or by an association having not less than 25 members. The 
Administrator shall consider fully all written and oral submissions re- 
specting the proposed regulation. Upon adoption of a regulation, the 
Administrator, if requested to do so by an interested person either prior 
to adoption or within 30 days thereafter, shall issue a concise statement 
of the principal reasons for and against its adoption, incorporating therein 
the reasons for overruling the considerations urged against its adoption. 


(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section to the contrary, 
if the Administrator finds that an immediate danger to the public welfare 
requires adoption of a regulation upon fewer than 30 days’ notice and states 
in writing his reasons for that finding, he may proceed without prior notice 
or hearing or upon any abbreviated notice and hearing that he finds prac- 
ticable to adopt an emergency regulation. The regulation shall become effective 
immediately, unless otherwise stated therein, upon the filing of the regulation 
and a copy of the written statement of the reasons therefor with the secretary 
of state. The regulation may be effective for a period of not longer than 120 
days and shall not be renewable. The Administrator and Credit Union Board 
shall not adopt the same or a substantially similar emergency regulation 
within one calendar year from its first adoption unless the Administrator 
clearly establishes it could not reasonably be foreseen during the initial 120- 
day period that such emergency would continue or would likely reoccur during 
the next nine months. The adoption of the same or a substantially similar 
regulation by normal regulation-making procedures is not precluded. 


(c) No regulation hereafter adopted is valid unless adopted in substantial 
compliance with this section. A proceeding to contest any regulation on the 
ground of non-compliance with the procedural requirements of this section 
must be commenced within two years from the effective date of the regulation 
provided, however, that a proceeding to contest a regulation based on failure 
to provide notice as herein required or on an incorrect interpretation of the 
law may be commenced at any time. 


(d) The validity or applicability of any regulation or any interpretation 
of the Alabama Credit Union Administration may be determined in an action 
for declaratory judgement brought in the circuit court of Montgomery county 
when it is alleged that the adoption, amendment or repeal of any regulation 
or any interpretation or the application or threatened application of any 
regulation or any interpretation interferes with or impairs or threatens to 
interfere with or impair the legal rights and privileges of the credit union 
or person affected thereby. 


Section 25. 


The Administrator shall make from the reports of the department during 
the year an annual report to the governor on the activities of the Alabama 
Credit Union Administration and such other information as the governor 
may request and shall keep on file as a public record in the Administrator’s 
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office a copy thereof. The Administrator may print for public distribution 
such annual report and such other material as it deems suitable for the more 
effective administration of business. 


Section 26. 


The Administrator shall submit to the grand juries in the respective 
counties of the state any criminal violations of the credit union laws known 
by him to have occurred in such county. 


Section 27. 


Subject to the provisions of section 36-26-1, et seq., the Administrator 
may appoint or employ such assistants, employees and attorneys as may be 
necessary to the efficient operation of the department. He shall fix their 
compensation in accordance with section 36-26-1, et seq. and the pay plan 
of the state personnel department. All such assistants, employees and at- 
torneys shall be subject to the provisions of the merit system. The Admin- 
istrator shall, with the approval of the governor, have authority to employ 
and discharge special counsel as he may deem necessary. 


Section 28. 


Neither the Administrator, any member of the Credit Union Board nor 
any employee of the Alabama Credit Union Administration shall be personally 
liable for any acts done in good faith while in the performance of his duties 
as provided by law. 


Section 29. 


Every examiner shall before entering upon the discharge of his duties, 
take and file with the Administrator an oath faithfully to discharge his duties 
as examiner. Each examiner shall act under the direction of the Administrator 
and shall examine fully into the books, papers and affairs of each credit 
union which he may be directed by the Administrator to examine. 


Section 30. 


The Administrator shall furnish to each examiner a commission under 
the signature of the Administrator and official seal of the Alabama Credit 
Union Administration, which commission the examiner shall exhibit to the 
credit union, and to any officer or officers proposed to be examined as his 
authority for making the examination. 


Section 31. 


Before entering upon the duties of their respective offices, all examiners 
and office assistants shall execute to the state of Alabama a bond to be fixed 
and approved by the Administrator, for the faithful performance of their 

luties. 


Section 32. 


(a) There shall be a Credit Union Board of the Alabama Credit Union 
Administration which shall consist of the Administrator, who shall be an 
ex-officio member and chairman of the board, and seven other persons, 
appointed by the governor, by and with the consent of the senate, four of 
which shall be appointed from a list of nominees submitted by the Alabama 
Credit Union Legislative Forum, which shall submit not less than three 
nominees for any vacancy. Should the Governor determine that none of the 


first three nominees submitted by the Forum for a vacancy on the Credit 
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Union Board are acceptable, the Governor may reject the three nominees 
and the Forum shall submit an alternative list of three nominees to the 
Governor from which he shall make the appointment. The remaining three 
appointments to the credit union board shall be made by the Governor from 
a list of nominees submitted by credit unions at large. A member of the 
Credit Union Board must be a principal resident of a congressional district 
in which five or more state chartered credit unions maintain their principal 
place of business. No person is eligible for appointment to the Board if he 
is a resident of a congressional district which will have two or more other 
residents serving on such Board at the same time. To be eligible for ap- 
pointment to the Credit Union Board, a person must have had at least five 
years’ experience in the 10 years next preceding their appointment to the 
Credit Union Board either as an officer, director or manager of a credit 
union with its principal place of business in Alabama. The position of any 
member of the Credit Union Board of the Alabama Credit Union Admin- 
istration shall be deemed to be vacant if such member of the Credit Union 
Board ceases to maintain a principal place of residence within the congres- 
sional district from which he has been appointed. 


(b) Such seven appointees by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, shall serve for the terms designated by the governor for each such 
person upon his appointment of such persons. Of such seven persons ap- 
pointed by the governor, with the consent of the senate, three persons shall 
serve terms expiring on February 1 of the first year following passage hereof, 
two persons shall serve terms expiring on February 1 of the second year 
following passage hereof and two persons shall serve terms expiring on 
February 1 of the third year following passage hereof. Successors shall be 
appointed by the governor, with the consent of the senate, for terms of three 
years each, so that the terms of two or three of the seven appointed members 
will expire on February 1 of each year. Upon the expiration of their terms 
of office, members of the board shall continue to serve until their successors 
are appointed and have qualified. 


(c) If a member of the Credit Union Board of the Alabama Credit 
Union Administration fails to attend regular meetings of the Board for three 
consecutive meetings, or otherwise fails to perform the duties devolving upon 
him as a member of the Credit Union Board of the Alabama Credit Union 
Administration, is convicted of a felony or any other crime involving moral 
turpitude, or ceases to be an officer, director or manager of a credit union 
with a principal place of business in the congressional district from which 
he was appointed, the office of such member shall be declared vacant by the 
Administrator. The office of such board member shall be deemed to be 
vacated on the thirty-first day after mailing of a notice to such board member 
that his position is being vacated unless such board member files an appeal 
with the Credit Union Board prior to the thirty-first day after mailing of 
such notice. Except that no appeal is authorized if said member’s position 
is declared vacant by reason of his conviction of a felony or a crime involving 
moral turpitude. 


Any person who is notified that his position on the Board has been 
declared vacant by the Administrator may, within 30 days after mailing of 
the notice that his position has been declared vacant, appeal to the other 
members of the Credit Union Board by written notice of appeal received by 
the Administrator within such time period. 


Upon a finding of good cause for the failure to attend meetings or 
otherwise perform his duties, or upon a finding that there is a compelling 
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reason for reinstating the member, a majority of board members may reinstate 
such person to his position. When the member appeals to the Credit Union 
Board, unless reinstated by the Board within 30 days after such appeal, his 
position on the Board shall be deemed to be vacant on the thirty-first day 
after receipt by the Administrator of the member’s written notice of the 
appeal. The Administrator shall call a meeting to hear such appeal within 
30 days after receipt of the notice of appeal. The Board member who has 
received notice that his position will be declared vacant shall have the right 
to present at any hearing dealing with his position being declared vacant, 
but shall not have the right to vote on any issue until he is reinstated by 
the Credit Union Board. 


(d) If by reason of death, resignation, removal from office or otherwise 
a vacancy occurs on the Credit Union Board, the vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment of the governor and the appointee shall hold office until the 
senate meets and passes on the appointment. If the appointment is disap- 
proved by the senate, another appointment must be made by the governor, 
and appointments must be made in like manner until an appointment is 
confirmed by the senate. Any person so appointed shall serve the balance 
of the term for which he has been appointed. The seven appointed members 
of the Credit Union Board shall be persons of good character. Five of the 
seven must have had at least 5 years’ experience in the 10 years next 
preceding their appointment to the Credit Union Board either as an officer, 
director or manager of a credit union organized under the laws of the State 
of Alabama. 


(e) An appeal may be taken to the Credit Union Board from any finding, 
ruling, order, decision or the final action of the administrator by any credit 
union which feels aggrieved thereby. Notice of such appeal shall be filed 
with the Administrator within thirty (30) days after such findings, ruling, 
order, decision or other action. Such notice shall contain a brief statement 
of the pertinent facts upon which such appeal is grounded. The Credit Union 
Board shall fix a date, time and place for hearing said appeal, within 60 
days after it is filed, and shall notify the credit union or its attorney of 
record thereof at least thirty (30) days prior to the date of said hearing. 
The finding of the credit union board shall be strictly advisory in nature. 


Section 33. 


The Administrator shall give to each member of said Credit Union 
Board and all state credit unions at least five days’ notice of the time and 
place of any meeting of said Board called, and a meeting may be had on 
less than five days’ notice if consented to by all members of said Board. 
The Board shall meet not less than once every calendar year. Any meeting 
of said Board may be held at any place in the state where it is called to 
meet by the Administrator. 


Section 34. 


A majority of the Credit Union Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of any business. 


Section 35. 


No person appointed as member of said Credit Union Board shall receive 
any compensation for his services; except, that each appointed member of 
said Credit Union Board shall receive $25.00 per day for each day said Credit 
Union Board is in session, but in no event to exceed $100.00 for each member 
of said Board during any one month, plus travel expenses payable pursuant 
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to article 2 of chapter 7 of Title 36. The compensation going to the seven 
appointed members of the Credit Union Board shall be paid as earned by 
the Treasurer on warrants drawn by the comptroller, in favor of each of 
them, which warrants are to be drawn on the certificate of the Administrator 
of credit unions, which certificate shall certify that a meeting of said Board 
was held, stating the time of meeting and stating the amount to which each 
member of the board is entitled. 


Section 36. 


All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby repealed to the 
extent of such conflict. 


Section 37. 


This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and approval 
by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

Authority pursuant to this act shall not constitute or create a debt of the 
state or of any county, municipality or political subdivision of the state; to 
make the securities issued by any such Authority eligible investments for 
various governmental bodies and fiduciaries; to provide that any such Au- 
thority may, in its discretion, publish a notice of the adoption of a resolution 
authorizing the issuance of bonds by such Authority, and to provide that 
any action or proceeding questioning the validity of such bonds, or any

Dear Sirs and Mesdames: 
We are in receipt of Senate Resolution 24, which reads: 


“BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully request the Honorable Chief 
Justice and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court or a majority of 
them, to give this body their written opinions on the following important 
Cee questions which have arisen concerning the pending bill,

“This bill was advertised in May 1984, but was not introduced until 
the current session (1985 Regular Session) of the Legislature, at which 
time the wording ‘1984 Regular Session’ in Section 2, page 4, lines 12 
and 13, had been changed to read 1985 Regular Session. 
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“1, For introduction in the 1985 Regular Session, did the May, 1984 
advertisement of the bill meet the notice requirements of Amendment 
No. 341 to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901? 


“2. If the answer to question number 1 is in the affirmative, was the 
change in wording from the 1984 Regular Session to the 1985 Regular 
Session prior to introduction a material departure form the bill as 
advertised so as to conflict with the provisions of Amendment 341 to 
the Constitution?” 


We answer your first question in the negative and, therefore, pretermit 
a discussion of the second. 


Article 4, § 106, of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended 
(No. 341), reads as follows: 


“No special, private, or local law shall be passed on any subject not 
enumerated in section 104 of this Constitution, except in reference to 


apply therefor shall have been published, without cost to the state, in 
the county or counties where the matter or thing to be affected may 
be situated, which notice shall state the substance of the proposed law 
and be published at least once a week for four consecutive weeks in 
some newspaper published in such county or counties or if there is no 
newspaper published therein, then by posting the said notice for two 
consecutive weeks at five different places in the county or counties 
prior to the introduction of the bill; and proof that said notice has 
been given shall be exhibited to each house of the legislature through 
a certification by the clerk of the house or secretary of the senate that 
notice and proof was attached to the subject local legislation and the 
notice and proof shall be attached to the original copy of the subject 
bill and shall be filed in the department of archives and history where 
it shall constitute a public record. The courts shall pronounce void 
every special, private, or local law which the journals do not affirmatively 
show was passed in accordance with the provisions of this section.” 
(Emphasis added.) 


The purpose of § 106, as amended, is the prevention of deception and 
surprise. It requires that all those immediately affected by local legislation 
be informed of the substance of the proposed legislation so that they may 
have a fair opportunity to protest or otherwise express their views. Opinion 
of the Justices, 435 So. 2d 731 (Ala. 1983); Opinion of the Justices, 381 So. 
2d 632 (Ala. 1980); Jefferson County v. Braswell, 407 So. 2d 115 (Ala. 1981). 
Section 106 provides for the publication of a notice of intention to apply 
to the legislature for passage of a bill prior to the introduction of the bill. 


In Town of Dutton v. Tigue, 290 Ala. 357, 276 So. 2d 600 (1973), the 
Court held that the ommission in the published notice of the intent to apply 
to the legislature for passage of the advertised bill was a fatal defect, and 
the bill subsequently passed was void because of that constitutional defect. 
See also Cherokee County v. Savage, 249 Ala. 688, 32 So. 2d 803 (1947). If 
the failure to include in the notice an intent to apply for passage is fatal, 
it follows that the inclusion in the notice of an incorrect date of intent to 
apply to the Legislature for passage is likewise fatal. 


The constitutional requirement of notice to the people of the intent to 
apply to the legislature for passage of a local bill is satisfied only when the 
published notice accurately informs the people as to the legislative session 
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when passage will be applied for. The basic purpose of the constitutional 
requirement of notice is defeated where the people are misinformed, albeit 
inadvertently, as to which legislative session the bill will be introduced in. 


Since S.B. 177 was published in May 1984 and the publication stated 
that application for passage was to be made in the 1984 Regular Session of 
the Alabama Legislature, and since application was not made at that time, 
the May 1984 publication does not meet the notice requirement of Art. 4, 
§ 106, as amended (No. 341), as to a bill to be introduced in the 1985 
Legislature.

WHEREAS, former Senator Bert Bank will receive the Bronze Star 
Medal from the United States Air Force on April 23, 1985, in a formal 
military review of the Air Force Reserve Officer Training Corps at the 
University of Alabama, for his heroic actions and unselfish dedication to 
duty while engaged in ground combat against the enemy in defense of the 
Philippine Islands from December 25, 1941, until his capture by the Japanese 
on April 8, 1942, and subsequently being held as a prisoner of war until his 
liberation on January 30, 1945; and 


WHEREAS, after his capture by the Japanese, Senator Bank survived 
the Bataan Death March and at the time of his liberation thirty-three 
months later, he was blind and weighed only 102 pounds; he was retired 
from the Air Force in 1945 with the rank of Major; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Bank served with distinction as a member of the 
House of Representatives for two terms from 1966 to 1974, the Senate for 
one term from 1974 to 1978, and was a candidate for Lieutenant Governor 
in 1978, losing a close race in the primary run-off election but polling 47 
percent of the votes cast and carrying 48 of the 67 counties; he was a 
primary sponsor of health care legislation and legislation encouraging pa- 
triotism and respect for America, and served as Chairman of the Health 
and Welfare Committee, as a member of the Education and Agriculture 
Committees in the Senate and as a member of the Health and Ways and 
Means Committees in the House; Senator Bank also served as a floor leader 
for Governors George and Lurleen Wallace and Albert Brewer; and 


WHEREAS, he organized radio station WTBC-AM in 1946, ultimately 
becoming its sole owner, and later added station WUOA-FM which he 
operated until both were sold in 1983, and also organized and continues to 
manage the sports network which handles the radio broadcast of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama football and basketball games; in addition to his successful 
business enterprises, Senator Bank has served as President of the Alabama 
Broadcasters Association, Delegate to the National Democratic Convention 
in 1956, member of the Board of Directors of the Tuscaloosa Chamber of 
Commerce, President of the Junior Chamber of Commerce, and Chairman 
of the Human Rights Committee at Bryce Hospital by appointment of 
Federal Judge Frank M. Johnson; and 
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WHEREAS, Senator Bank has been a credit to this body and to the 
State of Alabama through an illustrious career of service to his country and 
his fellow man; now therefore,

HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That this body recognizes and pays 
tribute to its former member, Senator Bert Bank of Tuscaloosa, on the 
occasion of his being awarded the Bronze Star Medal by the United States 
Air Force, and notes with gratitude and appreciation his service to this body 
and to his community, state and nation.

The judge of said District Judgeship No. 2 shall have and 
exercise all of the jurisdiction, powers, rights and authority and possess all 
the qualifications, perform all the duties, and be subject to the pains, 
obligations and penalties that other district judges may be subject to exercise 
and perform. The additional district judge provided for in this Act shall 
receive the same salary and supplements payable in the same manner as the 
existing district judge of Houston County. 


Section 5. There is hereby appropriated from the state general fund 
the sum of $149,930.00 to the Unified Judicial System to fund the additional 
district judgeship provided herein for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1985.

Section 11. There is hereby appropriated from the state general fund 
to the Unified Judicial System for the fiscal year 1988-89 such additional 
funding as may be required to fully fund the additional circuit judgeship in 
the 29th Judicial Circuit. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

Any nonresident of this state may procure a trip 
fishing license in the same manner provided for other licenses provided in 
this article, by paying therefor the sum of $4.06 $7.50, which license will 
authorize the holder thereof to fish in any of the public fresh, salt or brackish 
paca of this state for a period of seven days from the day said license was 
issued. 


“The issuing officer or authority or special agent shall be allowed a fee 
of $26 $.50 for each such license issued by him, which issuing fee shall be 
in addition to the cost of such license. In counties where the probate judge 
or issuing officer is on the fee system, the issuing fee shall be retained by 
the probate judge or issuing officer, and in counties where the probate judge 
or issuing officer is on a salary basis, the fee shall be paid by him into the 
county treasury to the credit of the appropriate fund. 


“Three-deHars Six dollars of said $4.00 $7. a0 is to be deposited in the 
state treasury to the credit of the game and fish fund and $1.00 to the credit 
of the seafoods fund.”

STATE OMBUDSMAN. The State Long-Term Residential Health Care 
Recipient Ombudsman, currently known as the Nursing Home Ombudsman 
of the Alabama Commission on Aging.

(3) A description of the operation of its community ombudsman program 
shall be included by each Area Agency on Aging in its Area Plan, which is 
subject to the approval of the Commission. 


(4) Each Area Agency on Aging shall immediately notify the Commission 
of the selection of, and request the certification of, prospective community 
ombudsmen. 


(5) The state ombudsman shall arrange for the training of all prospective 
community ombudsmen selected by Area s\gerieies on Aging. Such training 
pa pneu instructions in at least the following subjects as they relate to 

ealth care: 


(a) The responsibilities, duties and authority of community ombudsmen; 


(b) The laws and regulations governing the receipt, investigation, and 
resolution of complaints; 


(c) The role of local, state and federal agencies that regulate health care 
facilities; 

(d) The different kinds of health care facilities in Alabama and the 
services provided in each setting; 


(e) The special needs of the elderly and of the physically and mentally 
handicapped; 


(f) The role of the family, the sponsor, the legal representative, the 
physician, the church and other public and private agencies, and the com- 
munity; 


(g) How to work with health providers, medical professionals and staff; 


(h) The laws and regulations governing Medicare, Medicaid, Social Se- 
curity, Supplemental Security Income, and the Veterans Administration; and 


(i) The licensure requirements for administrators of hospitals, nursing 
homes, home health care agencies, etc., including familiarity with the actual 
information required to obtain the various licenses. 


(6) Persons selected by Area Agencies on Aging who shall have satis- 
factorily completed the training arranged by the state ombudsman shall be 
certified as community ombudsmen by the Commission. The certification 
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can be terminated at any time by the Alabama Commission on Aging or 
appropriate Area Agency on Aging: 


(a) When the community ombudsman is no longer employed by the 
Alabama Commission on Aging or Area Agency on Aging; 


(b) For cause. 


(7) Each Area Agency’s on Aging Advisory Council shall appoint a 
subcommittee to advise it in the operation of its community ombudsman 
program.

(d) Refer any and all complaints arising out of or in any way related 
to the provision of any medical or surgical service or medical care and 
treatment to a recipient by a physician licensed to practice medicine in 
Alabama, in whatever setting the said complaint should arise, to the State 
Board of Medical Examiners only. 


(3) The Commission on Aging, the state ombudsman and the affected 
community ombudsman shall be kept advised and shall be notified in writing 
by the state agency of the resolution of any complaint that has been referred 
to the state agency by the state ombudsman. 


(4) Any ombudsmen shall respect the right to privacy of all involved 
parties when engaged in resolving complaints. Any ombudsman may review 
information concerning the medical condition of a recipient or any health 
care facility records of a recipient while on site of the health care facility, 
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provided it is approved by the attending physician. Requests for copies of 
any medical records must be accompanied by a current valid duly executed 
authorization and release which has been signed by the recipient or by one 
legally authorized to act on behalf of the recipient. Any physician providing 
medical information and/or copies of medical records and any health care 
facility providing copies of health care facility medical records shall be entitled 
to the payment of a reasonable charge for the preparation and/or reproduction 
of the records. Information concerning any aspect of a complaint resolution 
proceeding shall be kept confidential and shall not be disclosed by an 
ombudsman to any person not directly involved in the particular complaint, 
except in strict accordance with the provisions of this act.

(1) Each Area Agency on Aging funded by the Commission shall select 
at least one community ombudsman in each Planning and Service Area 
established according to regulations issued pursuant to the Older Americans 
Act of 1965, as amended. The community ombudsman shall be an employee 
or contractual employee of the Area Agency on Aging and shall certify to 
having no association with any long-term residential care facility or provider 
for reward or profit. 


(2) The duties of each community ombudsman shall be as follows: 


(a) To receive, investigate, respond to, and attempt informally to resolve 
complaints made by or on behalf of recipients; 


(b) To report immediately instances of fraud, abuse, neglect, or exploi- 
tation to the Department of Pensions and Security for investigation and 
follow-up pursuant to the Adult Protective Services Act of 1976 and the 
Child Abuse and Neglect Act; 


(c) To serve as a third-party mechanism for protecting the health, safety, 
welfare, and human rights of recipients; 


(d) To report immediately any complaint that cannot be resolved in- 
foumally to the state ombudsman for appropriate action under Section 8 of 
this Act; 


ri (e) To collect data about the number and kinds of complaints handled; 
an 


(f) To report regularly to the state ombudsman about the data collected 
and activities of the community ombudsman program. 


(3) A description of the operation of its community ombudsman program 
shall be included by each Area Agency on Aging in its Area Plan, which is 
subject to the approval of the Commission. 


(4) Each Area Agency on Aging shall immediately notify the Commission 
of the selection of, and request the certification of, prospective community 
ombudsman. 


(5) The state ombudsman shall arrange for the training of all prospective 
community ombudsmen selected by Area Agencies on Aging. Such training 
shall include instructions in at least the following subjects as they relate to 
long-term residential care: 


(a) The responsibilities, duties and authority of community ombudsmen; 


(b) The laws and regulations governing the receipt, investigation, and 
resolution of complaints; 


(c) The role of local, state and federal agencies that regulate long-term 
residential care facilities; 


(d) The different kinds of long-term residential care facilities in Alabama 
and the services provided in each setting; 


(e) The special needs of the elderly and of the physically and mentally 
handicapped; 
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(f) The role of the family, the sponsor, the legal representative, the 
physician, the church and other public and private agencies, and the com- 
munity; 


(g) How to work with health providers, medical professionals and staff; 


(h) The laws and regulations governing Medicare, Medicaid, Social Se- 
curity, Supplemental Security Income, and the Veterans Administration; and 


(i) The licensure requirements for administrators of hospitals, nursing 
homes, home health care agencies, etc., including familiarity with the actual 
information required to obtain the various licenses. 


(6) Persons selected by Area Agencies on Aging who shall have satis- 
factorily completed the training arranged by the state ombudsman shall be 
certified as community ombudsmen by the Commission. The certification 
can be terminated at any time by the Alabama Commission on Aging or 
appropriate Area Agency on Aging: 


(a) When the community ombudsman is no longer employed by the 
Alabama Commission on Aging or Area Agency on Aging; 


(b) For cause. 


(7) Each Area Agency’s on Aging Advisory Council shall appoint a 
subcommittee to advise it in the operation of its community ombudsman 
program. The number and qualifications of members of the advisory sub- 
committee shall be determined by the Area Agency on Aging but shall contain 
adequate representation from the various types of long-term residential 
facilities covered under the Area Agency community ombudsman plan. 


Section 5. Procedures for receiving complaints; posting requirements. 


The state ombudsman shall establish written procedures for receiving 
complaints involving long-term residential care facilitries and their employees, 
and shall establish guidelines for the posting of information about the 
ombudsman program in each long-term residential care facility. 


Section 6. Procedures for resolving complaints. 


(1) A community ombudsman’s access to any long-term residential care 
facility shall be limited to standard operating hours unless prior arrangements 
with the operator of the facility have been made. 


(2) Any complaint requiring remedial action and deemed valid by the 
ombudsman shall be identified and brought to the attention of the admin- 
istrator and followed up in writing. Upon receipt of such complaint, the 
administrator, after collaboration with the ombudsman, shall establish a 
course of appropriate remedial action. If the remedial action is not forth- 
coming within a reasonable time, not to exceed sixty days, the ombudsman 
must refer the case to the state ombudsman who may take any one or more 
of the following actions: 


(a) Allow more time if the state ombudsman has reason to believe such 
action would facilitate resolution of the complaint; 


(b) Refer the complaint to the Attorney General for prosecution if there 
is reason to believe that the long-term residential care facility or its employee 
is guilty of a criminal act; and 
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(c) Refer the complaint in writing to the Bureau of Licensure and 
Certification or other appropriate agency and request that appropriate action 
be initiated. 


(d) Refer any and all complaints arising out of or in any way related 
to the provision of any medical or surgical service or medical care and 
treatment to a recipient by a physician licensed to practice medicine in 
Alabama, in whatever setting the said complaint should arise, to the State 
Board of Medical Examiners. 


(3) The Commission on Aging, the state ombudsman and the affected 
community ombudsman shall be kept advised and shall be notified in writing 
by the state agency of the resolution of any complaint that has been referred 
to the state agency by the state ombudsman. 


(4) Any ombudsmen shall respect the right to privacy of all involved 
parties when engaged in resolving complaints. Any ombudsman may review 
all information concerning a receipient or any long-term care facility records 
of a recipient while on site of the long-term care facility. Requests for copies 
of any records must be accompanied by a current valid duly executed 
authorization and release which has been signed by the recipient or by 
one legally authorized to act on behalf of the recipient. Any physician 
providing medical information and/or copies of medical records and any 
long-term residential care facility providing copies of health care facility 
medical records shall be entitled to the payment of a reasonable charge for 
the preparation and/or reproduction of the records. Information concernin; 
any aspect of a complaint resolution proceeding shall be kept confidenti 
and shall not be disclosed by an ombudsman to any person not directly 
involved in the particular complaint, except in strict accordance with the 
provisions of this act. Such disclosure shall result in the ombudsman’s 

ismissal. 


Section 7. Limited Immunity. 


Any person or agency who in good faith participates in the making of 
a report or provides information or evidence in direct accordance with the 
procedures for resolving complaints under the provisions of this act shall, 
in so doing, be immune from any liability, civil or criminal, that might 
otherwise be incurred or imposed. Notwithstanding the foregoing, this im- 
munity shall not apply if an ombudsman communicates any information 
concerning a complaint maliciously and with knowledge that it is false. 


Section 8. Repealer. 


All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act are, to the extent 
of such conflict, repealed. 


Section 9. Severability. 


Should any portion of this Act be declared invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this Act, which shall continue effective. 


Section 10. Effective date. 


This Act shall become effective 180 days after its being signed by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 3. (a) Any person or legal entity desiring to operate any amuse- 
ment attraction or amusement ride in this state, other than those specifically 
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exempted herein, shall, as a condition thereof, make application for and 
obtain an amusement attraction permit as provided for herein at least thirty 
(30) days prior to the date on which the applicant begins operating any 
such amusement attraction or ride. 


(b) Each application for an amusement attraction permit shall be filed 
with the Department on forms prescribed by the Department and shall 
include such information as the Commissioner may reasonably require, and 
each such application shall be accompanied by proof that the applicant is 
covered by a policy of insurance issued by an insurance company authorized 
to do business in Alabama or approved surplus lines in Alabama and insuring 
the applicant against liability for personal injury or property damage arising 
out of the use or operation of the amusement attraction or ride, in the 
minimum amount of one million ($1,000,000) for each incident or occurrence. 
The annual fee for each permit shall be five hundred dollars ($500.00) per 
calendar year or part thereof and the fee shall accompany the application. 
Each such permit shall expire annually on March 1. Proceeds of the fee 
shall be deposited to the fire marshall revolving fund in the state treasury. 


Section 4. Each insurance company insuring an operator of an amuse- 
ment attraction or ride as required herein shall inspect the amusement 
attraction and/or rides of the insured for safety at least once each four (4) 
months during operating season and shall transmit a copy of the report of 
such inspection to the Commissioner within twenty (20) days after the 
completion of each such inspection. If any insurer insuring an operator 
licensed hereunder shall cancel the coverage of such operator, the insurer 
shall notify the Commissioner of such cancellation at least twenty (20) days 
before such cancellation is effective. If the insurer finds any amusement 
attraction or ride to be unsafe and shall so notify the Commissioner or shall 
cancel the insurance coverage of the operator of such attraction or ride, the 
Commissioner shall have the authority to cancel or suspend the license of 
the operator until the amusement attraction or ride is made safe and/or 
insurance coverage obtained. 


Section 5. The following amusement rides or attractions are exempt 
from the provisions of this act: 


(a) Nonmechanized playground equipment including, but not limited to: 
swings, seesaws, stationary spring-mounted animal features, rider-propelled 
merry-go-rounds, climbers, slides, trampolines, swinging gates and physical 
fitness devices; except where an admission fee is charged for usage or an 
admission fee is charged to immediate areas where such equipment is located; 


(b) Coin-operated amusement rides or amusement attractions located 
on the premises of retail business establishments. 


Section 6. The Commissioner is hereby authorized to issue an amuse- 
ment attraction permit on an emergency basis when application therefor is 
made less than thirty (30) days prior to the date of the operation of the 
facility, if he determines that the applicant could not have reasonably known 
of such proposed operation prior to the thirty-day period, and that the 
applicant meets all other requirements for obtaining a permit.

Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said 
Committee, in session, has compared the following engrossed Senate Bills 
with the original Senate Bills, respectively, and finds same correctly engrossed, 
to-wit: 


S.66. To be known as the “Long-term Residential Care Recipient 
Ombudsman Act”; to provide general definitions; to authorize the State Long- 
Term Care Ombudsman and the Alabama Commission on Aging to investigate 
complaints concerning long-term residential care facilities and to certify 
community ombudsmen; to provide for the selection, training, and duties of 
community ombudsmen; to establish procedures for receiving, investigating, 
and resolving complaints; and to provide an effective date.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: ° 


Section 1. For purposes of this act, the following words and phrases 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section. 


A. “A physician” is a physician licensed by the Medical Licensure 
Commission to practice medicine in Alabama. 


B. “A psychologist” is one who is duly licensed or certified in the State 
of Alabama as determined by the licensing board for psychologists or has 
met the standards of the National Register of Health Service Providers in 
Psychology. 


C. “Treatment .facility” means any hospital, facility, or clinic which 
provides a program for treatment pursuant to a written treatment plan 
approved and reviewed by a physician or a psychologist and provided such 
treatment facility is also: 


1. Accredited by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Boe 
or 


2. Certified by the Department of Mental Health as. authorized under 
the Code of Alabama 1975, Title 22, Chapter 51. 


D. “Inpatient or residential benefits” means benefits payable for charges 
made by a treatment facility for the 24 hours in a day necessary for the 
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care and treatment of mental, emotional, or nervous disorders, drug abuse 
or alcoholism with respect to group medical policies, contracts, or plans; it 
also includes those benefits payable for charges made by a physician or 
psychologist for the necessary care and treatment of mental, emotional, or 
nervous disorders, drug abuse or alcoholism furnished to a covered person 
while confined as an inpatient in a treatment facility. - 


E. “Emergency care or detoxification benefits’ means benefits payable 
for charges related to alcohol or drug abuse emergency care or detoxification 
for a period of 24 hours a day for any individual in an acute general hospital 
or non-hospital detoxification. 


F. “Outpatient benefits” means benefits payable for charges made by a 
treatment facility for the necessary care and treatment of mental, emotional, 
or nervous disorders, drug abuse or alcoholism furnished to a covered person 
while not confined as an inpatient; it also includes those benefits payable 
for services rendered directly by a physician or psychologist for the necessary 
care and treatment of mental, emotional or nervous disorders, drug abuse 
or alcoholism to a covered person while not confined as an inpatient in a 
treatment facility. 


G. “Emotional, nervous or mental disorder (excluding mental retarda- 
tion)” is typically associated with impairment in one or more important 
areas of functioning and which has been (or is being) evaluated by a licensed 
physician or psychologist for proper diagnosis within the classification of 
the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders (3rd Edition) of 
the American Psychiatric Association or its sequel(s) or an equivalent ref- 
erence recognized by the State Department of Mental Health. 


H. “Alcoholism” means the (1) intake of alcohol in amounts great enough 
that physical health is damaged, or personal or social functioning is impaired. 
This disease must be (or must have been) evaluated by a licensed physician, 
or psychologist for proper diagnosis within the classification of the Diagnostic 
and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders (3rd Edition) of the American 
Psychiatric Association or its sequel(s) or an equivalent reference recognized 
by the State Department of Mental Health. 


I. “Drug abuse” means the consumption of controlled substances in 
amounts or a manner to the extent that physical health is damaged, or 
personal or social functioning is impaired which has been (or is being) 
evaluated by a licensed physician or psychologist for proper diagnosis within 
the classification of the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders 
(3rd Edition) of the American Psychiatric Association or its sequel(s) or an 
equivalent reference recognized by the State Department of Mental Health. 


Section 2. The optional benefits provided under this act shall include 
inpatient or residential, emergency care or detoxification and outpatient 
services rendered to the insured, subscriber or other person covered, at a 
treatment facility or services rendered directly by a physician or psychologist 
for the necessary care and treatment of mental, emotional or nervous dias 
orders, drug abuse or alcoholism. 


The optional benefits for these services include: © 


A. No less than thirty (30) days per year for inpatient or residential 
services. 


B. No less than seven (7) days per year for emergency care or detox- 
ification related to alcohol or drug abuse rehabilitation will be provided when 
such services are followed by inpatient or residential treatment. 
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C. No less than thirty (30) office visits per year for outpatient services. 
D. A $10,000 lifetime maximum benefit for these optional benefits. 


Nothing in this act shall prohibit any carriers, commercial, non-profit 
health care corporations, pre-paid plans, or self-insured plans from making 
these optional benefits available at an appropriate additional premium or to 
provide benefit limits which exceed the specified minimum of this act. 


Such benefits for said services shall consist of deductibles and co- 
insurance factors and annual dollar limits that are not less favorable than 
for physical illness as stated in the group policy. 


Section 3. The optional benefits described herein shall be offered and 
made available under every group health insurance policy, contract and plan 
that is approved for issuance in this state by the Commissioner of Insurance 
ninety (90) days after the effective date of this act. This mandate includes 
all carriers, commercial non-profit health care corporations, pre-paid plans, 
and self-insured plans, but shall not apply to short-term travel, accident 
only, limited or special disease, individual conversion policies or contracts, 
or to policies or contracts designed for issuance to persons eligible for coverage 
under Title XVIII of the Social Security Act, known as Medicare, or any 
other similar coverage under federal government plans. 


Section 4. No provision of this act shall authorize or shall be interpreted 
to authorize any person to engage in any act or to perform any service which 
constitutes the practice of medicine unless such person is duly licensed to 
practice medicine in this state, except that a psychologist licensed by the 
Alabama Board of Examiners in Psychology may perform such acts and

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1986, and 
for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of 
Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 5, inclusive. 
For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts 
are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so 
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as to include estimated sources of funds other than the appropriation made 
in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, 
“ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund Sur- 
plus, Special Mental Health Trust Fund, Alabama Board of Nursing Trust 
Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public 
School Fund and are hereby made for the support of public education in 
Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1986, and except as may 
be otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein made shall be 
subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the Budget 
and Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-4-80 through 
41-4-96, inclusive, as amended), the provisions of the Budget Management 
Act of 1976 (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-19-1 through 41-19-12, 
inclusive, as amended), and sha in the amounts hereinafter specified. 

(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Trust Funds” and “Ap- 
propriation Total” are set forth for the purpose of indicating amounts 
estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other than 
from appropriations made in subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, upon 
consideration of such other funds so estimated to be available, to promote 
the accountability for an efficient use of funds available to and hereby 
appropriated by the Legislature, it being the intention hereof to make 
appropriations only from the funds referred to in subsection (a) of this 
Section 2.

(1) There is hereby appropriated from the Special Mental Health Trust 
Fund to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama for the University 
of Alabama at Birmingham $3,608,510 to be expended for Special Mental 
Health.

C. ALABAMA PEACE OFFICERS’ STANDARDS AND TRAINING FUND: 

There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards 
and Training Fund to the Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training 
Commission $300,000 to be expended for the Certified Law Enforcement 
Academy Program. 

D. PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND: 


For the Public School Fund all funds derived from the levy of the special 
annual tax of thirty cents on each one hundred dollars ($100) of taxable 
property in this State for the support and maintenance of the public schools 
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and from other funds mentioned and enumerated in Sections 257, 258, and 
259 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901 and the amount appropriated from 
all other funds as is now provided by law, however, not more than four 
percent of all funds appropriated in this Section shall be used or expended 
otherwise than for the payment of teachers employed in such schools. There 
is hereby appropriated thirty-six million dollars ($36,000,000) from the Public 
School Fund for the Minimum Program Fund to be expended under the 
Financial Assistance Program as shown in subsection 3-A-10(a). If the Public 
School Fund receives more revenue than appropriated for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1986, the excess in revenue shall be carried over as 
a beginning balance for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1986. 


SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisition on the 
State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of 
any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/ 
or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller 
shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this Act shall 
be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law 
authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or elee- 
mosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The 
receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts 
for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will show 
a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropriation. 
Further, all state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized 
to disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between 
said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said 
agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary 
to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to 
be expended through the fund established by the Code of Alabama 1975, 
Section 41-5-24. 


SECTION 8. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other 
than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 41- 
4-93, shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately following 
the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to the 
credit of the ASETF or the trust fund from which the appropriation or 
appropriations were made. 


SECTION 9. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any portion of 
any appropriation or appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional 
or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or 
appropriations or portion thereof hereby made.

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature is in need of additional research 
and informational services and facilities and updated capabilities for the 
present legislative staff and for individual legislators and legislative operations, 
so that the needs of the people may be met more efficiently, and savings of 
energies and personnel; and 


WHEREAS, legislative operations, services and compensation are of 
primary concern to all our citizens; and 


WHEREAS, the variety and availability of high technology, comput- 
erization, information retrieval and other data bank systems, facilities and 
services for legislative research require investigation, research and study by 
the legislature; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we do hereby create the Joint 
Interim Legislative Operations, Research and Services Study Committee 
which shall be composed of three members from the House of Representatives 
and three members from the Alabama Senate.

WHEREAS, specialized services for these children and youth are most 
expensive; and 


WHEREAS, by pooling resources southern states may develop a collab- 
orative program with the needed specialized services in a more appropriate 
environment that can better serve such juveniles; and 


WHEREAS, state boundary lines are many times artificial and serve as 
a constraint to the development of solutions to common problems; and 


WHEREAS, the 1984 Southern Legislative Conference on Children and 
Youth passed a resolution urging southern states to develop cooperative and 
collaborative efforts to address this problem; and 


WHEREAS, emotionally disturbed juvenile delinquents are reflective of 
other groups of children with problems requiring specialized services that 
are difficult for states to handle individually; now therefore,

focus on solutions and opportunities rather than obstacles and constraints 
to this set of problems. Hopefully, this meeting would address identification 
of needs, including selection of a possible suitable facility, estimates of the 
number of bed spaces needed, types of services, transportation, payment of 
services, and legislation, if any, which might be necessary to establish the 
appropriate interagency, interstate relationships.

SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisition on the 
State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of 
any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/ 
or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller 
shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this Act shall 
be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law 
authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or elee- 
mosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The 
receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts 
for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will show 
a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropriation. 
Further, all state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized 
to disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between 
said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said 
agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary 
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to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to 
be expended through the fund established by the Code of Alabama 1975, 
Section 41-5-24. 


SECTION 8. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other 
than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 41- 
4-93, shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately following 
the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to the 
credit of the ASETF or the trust fund from which the appropriation or 
appropriations were made. 


SECTION 9. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any portion of 
any appropriation or appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional 
or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or 
appropriations or portion thereof hereby made.
